Three boys—Kirkwood twins 15 
years old and a St. Louisan of 14— 
were captured in a stolen auto- 
mobile yesterday, after a 15-mile 
chase in which three shots were 
fired at them by a State trooper. 
Speed of the automobiles on 
Gravois and Vandover roads in St. 
Louis:county reached 85 miles an 
hour, | 

The youths were caught when 
the third shot fired by Trooper 
Joseph B, Upton punctured a rear | 
tire of the stolen car, causing it 
to crash into a rock wall at the 
Frisco underpass on Gravois road, 
east of Tesson Ferry road. Al- 
though the rear wheel of the ma- 
chine was broken, none of the boys 
was hurt. 

They admitted readily that they 
had stolen three machines. . They 
said they stole the first in Web- 
ster Groves, abandoned it in Ches- 
ter, Ill, stole another there and 
abandoned that one in Nashville, 
Ill Then they stole the third in 
Nashville and were captured in 
that machine, 

Trooper: Upton related he was 
riding alone in his patrol car on 
Vandover road near Valley Park 
about 11:30 a.m. and decided, on 
a hunch, to check the automobile 
in which thé boys were riding. As 
he approached, their machine 
picked up speed. ‘Then he noticed 
that the car fitted the description 
of one reported stolen at Nashville. 


He pursued the stolen machine 
to Fenton and then east in Gravois 
road, Although he is right-handed 
normally, he fired his .38-caliber 
revolver with his left hand, shoot- 
ing out the left window. 


Owner of the first automohile 
stolen by the boys was Carl W. 
Linnett, 330 West Lockwood ave- 
nue, Webster Groves. He told 
lice three youths had approached 
about noon yesterday as he 
parked the machine across the 
street from his home and had 
asked him for a ride. 

He told them he was going into 
his apartment for a few minutes, 
he said, and went inside to get 
his golf clubs. When he came 
out again, the automobile and the 
boys had gone.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department for- 
mally refused today to hand over 
to the House a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation loyalty report on Dr. 
Edward U. Condon, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Standards. 

House Speaker Martin (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, thereupon de- 
clared: “The last word hasn’t been 
spoken.” He said the House now 
can try legislation to get the de- 
sired information. 


In a resolution adopted Thurs- 
day by a 300 to 29 vote the House 
had demanded that the FBI report 
on Condon be sent it. 

A subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities has called Condon the weak- 
est link in the nation’s atomic 
security, and accused him of as- 
sociating with Russian spies, 
charges which he has denied. Hoe 
also has been cleared by a Com- 
merce Department loyalty board.

The Senate also would have to 
act on it, and it might encounter 
a presidential veto even .if the 
Senate went along. 

William C. Foster, acting Secre- 
tary of Commerce, sent a fetter to 
John Andrews, clerk of the House, 
today “respectfully” refusing the 
loyalty report on Condon, and re- 
ferring the question to President 
Truman. 

Martin Urges Release. 

Martin told reporters: 

“IT can see no reason that the 
(FBI) paper should not be made 
public, If there is nothing in it, 
it would be to the advantage of 
Dr. Condon to have the contents 
disclosed. 

“If it is damaging, then the 
country should know it. There 
has. been so much discussion about’ 
it that the public is entitled to 
know what is in it.” 

Representative Hebert (Dem.), 
Louisiana, said the next step, in 
his opinion, should be adoption of 
a resolution to authorize congres- 
sional committees to get the in- 
formation they want from govern- 
ment agencies. 

“The question now is: Who is 
bigger, the President or Congress,” 
‘Hebert said. “Ultimately, I think 
the people and not the President 
will win.” 


Representative Nixon (Rep.), 
California, said the Commerce 
Départment has indicated clearly 
that “it does not want all the facts 
on the Condon case to come out.” 

Both Hebert and Nixon are 
members of the Un-American 
Activities Committee. 


USE OF TOKENS 
ON P.S.CO. BUSSES, 
STREETCARS ENDS 


The use of tokens on Public 
Service Co, busses and streetcars 
ended at midnight last night, the 
deadline for the elimination of the 
cheap fare under a ruling by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion. Fares are now 10 cents per 
ride.. 


If anyone forgets and drops a 
token in the fareboxes today or 
in the future, operators of the ve- 
hicles are instructed to ask for 
an extra penny from the pass- 
enger. And the pennies are not to 
go into fareboxes, because they 
are not equipped to pickup those 
coins. 

“Since tokens were sold four 
for 35 cents,” a company spokes- 
man said, “the cost per token is 
8% cents. By asking for the extra 
penny we are coming as close as 
we can to the 10-cent straight 
charge.” 

Bus and streetcar riders who 
have a supply of tokens on hand 
have been asked to redeem them 
for cash this week. Signs in the 
company vehicles list places where 
they may be redeemed. Operators

Secretary Confers With

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall returned today from the 
Inter-American conference and 
the brief outbreak of “hot war” at 
Bogota to resume direction of 
American strategy in the global 
“coli! war” with Russia. 

His arrival stirred speculation 
of the probability of an early 
meeting between American offi- 
cials and leaders of western Eu- 
ropean nations to plan new joint 
efforts to hold Russian-backed 
Communism in check in Europe. 

American officials were uncer- 
tain for the moment whether 
such a meeting would bring Mar- 
shall together with top western 
European leaders, such as Brit- 
ain’s Foreign Secretary Bevin and 
France’s Foregn Minister Georges 
Bidault, or whether the sessions 
would be at the diplomatic level. 
He is expected to review the situa- 
tion and lay down a course for 
action next week. 


Overnight Flight. 

Marshall arrived at National 
Airport at 9 a.m. (8 a.m. St. Louis 
time) after an overnight flight 
from the riot-wrecked Célombian 
capital. He had told other dele- 
gates there yesterday afternoon 
“Important events demand my re- 
turn to Washington.” 

Within 25 minutes after his ar- 
rival, Marshall was conferring at 
the State Department with his 
diplomatic chief of staff, Under 
Secretary of State Robert Lovett, 
who has been running things in 
his absence. Lovett was reported 
to have given him a sweeping re- 
view of world affairs. 

Presumably one of the subjects 
covered was Palestine, Lovett is 
known to be deeply concerned 
over the failure of Jews and Arahs 
to respond to American-gup- 
ported United Nations efforts to 
end the fighting in the Holy 
Land, 

Marshall is expected to confer 
with President Trumtan Monday. 
The President returned shortly be- 
fore noon from an overnight yacht 
cruise on the Potomac with his 
wife and daughter, Marshall went 
from the State Department to his 
home at Leesburg, Va. 

Comment on Bogota Parley. 

Marshall, stepping down from 
the four-engine transport plane 
\that brought him from Bogota, 
confined his public comments to 
the inter-American ‘conference. He 
told reporters that he expects the 
conférence to complete its work 
next week. 

“We had reached decisions on 
most of the fundamental consid- 
erations, particularly as to the 
organic pact,” Marshall said. 
“There remains the problems of 
economic consideration but very 
good progress has been made in 
reaching a decision regarding 
many issues involved.” 

With Marshall on the return 
flight were Willlam McChesney 
Martin, president of the Export- 
Import Bank, and Brig. Gen. Mar- 
shall Carter, Marshall’s secretary. 

Official informants confirmed 
reports that Marshall’s decision to 
leave the conference and get back 
to his desk here was due not to 
any single crisis at hand in world 
affairs, but te a general accumu- 
lation of important issues requir- 
ing his attention, | 

These evidently Include the Pal- 
estine problem, the Berlin dispute 
between the Russians and the 
Western powers, and the problem 
of American support for the de- 
veloping western European union. 
In addition, Marshall may want 
an early look at the initial opera- 
tions of the European Recovery 
Administration. 


LOSER TO GET HUGE SUM BACK 
IF HE CAN TELL THE AMOUNT 


BLACKWELL, Okla., April 24 
(UP)—Police held a huge sum of 
money today which’ they said 
would be returned to the loser 
only when he can tell them ex- 
actly how much he lost and where 
he lost it. Chief W. R. Withrow 
said the cash was enough for him 
to retire on—but beyond that he 
would not describe it. 

Three persons already have 
claimed the money but their 
claims have been proved false be- 
cause they did not place their 
losses “anywhere near” the right 
figure, Withrow said.

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YUGOSLAVIA’S ARMS BUDGET 
RAISED 35.6 PCT, BECAUSE 
OF ‘REAL WAR’ IN GREECE 


BELGRADE, April 24 (UP). 
T HE Yugoslav Government 


announced today it will in- 
crease its 1948 military 
budget by 35.6 per cent because 
of the “real war” in Greece, 
Col. Gen. Ivan Goshnjak, 
Deputy Minister of National 
Defense, said during a parilia- 
mentary budget debate that 
even the new increase would 
leave Yugoslavia with a small- 
er percentage of funds allo- 
cated for preparedness than 
has been provided by Britain, 
France and the United States. 
“The foreign situation can- 
not be considered normal, espe- 
cially on Yugoslavia’s southern 
and northwestern frontiers,” 
he said. “In Greece, a real 
war is going on in which the 
United States and Britain are 
openly mixing in internal af- 
fairs.

the right to withhold from news 
correspondents unclassified mate- 
rial which they consider “not of 
public interest or of a privileged 
‘nature.” 

The authorization was contained 
in a directive dated April ® United 
is now being distributed to Unites 
States Army commands in Burope, 
It claims the right to censor news 
for other than security reasons, 


Col. David M. Fowler, European 
Army public informationg chief, 
said the United States Army would 
decide what. news is in the public 
interest. “It is up to the person 
(in the Army) who handles it to 
decide,” he said. 

Strong Restriction on Press, 

Correspondents here considered 
the new directive the strongest re- 
striction on the press since cen- 
sorship was ended officially after 
V-J day. 

The new directive rescindg all 
previous Army public relations 
policies in Europe. At the same 
time, however, it lifts the bar on 
releasing news “that would mate- 
rially injure good relations with 
our allies.” That restriction was 
contained in the old directive. 

“Any directives and instructions 
on public information policies and 
procedures previously issued by 


inconsistent with the provisions 
outlined in this circular are modi- 
‘fied to conform herewith,” the 
new instruction said, « 

The old circular listed these two 
reasons for withholding news: 

1, In ‘observance of security 
requirements. 

2. Information that would ma- 
terially injure good relations 
with our allies. 

The new directive states:

No Sign of Truce as U.S. | 
Delegation Seeks New

LAK SUCCESS, N.Y., April 
24—-Jewish-Arab war in Palestine 
next month appears to be the one 
certain possibility for that un- 
happy land of strife. 

A truce certainly will not take 
place to halt the bloodshed or ease 
the way for a United Nations so- 
lution. A truce commission now 
exists, but it can report nothing 
but failure. 

By U.N. suggestion, the Security 
Council named a_  three-nation 
group yesterday to supervise the 
council’s truce decree of a week 
ago. Because they already are 
on the scene, the Jerusalem con- 
suls of Belgium, France and the 
United States were selected to 
make the survey and report with- 


in four days. 

But, even as the Security Coun- 
cil was debating about the super- 
visory commission, the Jews of 
Palestine weré hearing a defiant 
summons to battle from David 
Ben-Gurion, the Zionist slated to 
be the premier of the Jewish state. 
That was the Zionist. response to 
the truce call. 

Equally far from any intention 
to obey the U.N.’s cease-fire order 
were Arabs. The loss of Haifa, 
Palestine’s best port, tightened 
their determination to wage all- 
out war. 

The desperate American dele- 
gation, sponsor of the special 
General Assembly session to re- 
study the Palestine problem, be- 
gan looking about for a new ap- 
proach. 

With May 15 and Britain’s walk- 
out fast ap g, the Ameri- 
cans were giving thought to what 
they called a “short form” trus- 
teeship. This would cover six 
months or a year. It would get 
Palestine past the expected mili- 
tary withdrawal of all British 
troops on Aug. 1.

The booklet is designed to -put | 
across its point without too much | 
mental effort by the reader. Most | 
pages have a cartoon Illustration 
and .« brief text.: The text is 
crystal clear, but a person who 
looked only at the pictures might | 
end up befuddled. 

The cover carries a bwid head- 
- line, “This Can Happen to Any 
State,” above a hand with shears, 
I-beled “Supreme Court,” snip- 
ping off a generous slice of Cali- 
forni: coast. A stylized fate 
drawn on an outline map of the 
state appears to take a dim view 
of this mayhem. 

Inside, the text states that on 
the morning of June 23, 1947, 
more than 9,000,000 Californians, 
awoke to learn that, “fantastic 
but tre,” a three-mile wide 
“state-owned submerged area” ex- 
tending 1200 miles had been 
clipped from their coastline. Ref- 
erence was tv the Supreme Court 
decision giving the Federa] Gov- 
ernment and not California para- 
mount rights to the marginal sea. 

On the next page, over the cap- 
tion “It Can Happen in Other 
- States,” is the figure of a giant 
rising from a map of the United 
States and grabbing cities from 
coast to coast. The giant is well 
dressed. He has a neat moustache 
goatee and looks like a prototype 
for a rich banker, stock broker 
or, perhaps, a Supreme Court 
justice. 

The Tables Turned. 

On the following page is a scene 
in some sort ef assembby room. 
The central figure is that of a 
white-robed girl holding a placard 
titled “California Constitution.” 
At the right of the «figure is a 
seated man clapping his hands 
who appears to be the same giant 
except that he is now wearing | 
eyeglasses and has been reduced | 
in size. 

Succeeding illustrations, depict- 
ing various aspects of California’s 
claims, show a number of state 
land titles floating about in the 
clouds, six men playing blind 
man's buff on a map of the United 
States, a shoe placed on a paper 
labeled “state rights” and a rep- 
resentation of a Senate session 
in which all visible Senators sit 
primly at their desks. Beneath 
the latter the text says, “The 
states. hopefully look to Congress 
for relief.”

SPENDING 46 BILLIONS 
WOULD STRAIN ECONOMY 


Three-Year Preparedness Plan Presented to Congress by 
Administration Does Not Include Industrial Controls — 
Shortages Exist in Steel, Power, Freight Cars.

Editor's Note—The writer recently spent several days in Washington investigating

T ministration in W 
1940 and ’41. 

The present program, to be spread over 
three years, is by no means as extensive as 
that which preceded World War II, but the 
strain on the civilian economy will be 
greater. In 1940 and 1941 there was a 
large reserve of unused industrial capacity 
in the country. The preparedness drive 
made just enough additional demand on in- 
dustry and labor to take up the slack. 
Except that it was to lead to war, rearma- 
ment then was an economic blessing. 

In 1948 the picture is different. In. 
dustry is running full blast, trying to 
catch up with consumer demand which 
backed up dtring the war and to meet 
the higher standard of living to which 
the country—except the white-collar class 
-——became accustomed during the war. 
The machine, moreover, is called on to 
supply six billion dollar’s worth of goods 
a year under the European Recovery and 
China Aid programs. So what the Na- 
tional Defense Establishment gets in this 
preparedness period is more likely to 
come out of the skin of the consumer. 


Congress could make it easier on the 
eountry by re-establishing inflation controls 
and providing for the compulsory alloca- 
tion of scarce materials. But these things 
Congress seems in no.mood to do in a peace- 
time election year. 


There is another way in which the bur- 
den of rearmameént could be lightened. 
That is by expanding production of basic 
commodities which are in short supply— 
like steel, electric power and freight cars. 
Shortages in these threé areas are severe. 
and so fundamental that they constitute 
bottlenecks holding up the whole field of 
production, “Break these bottlenecks,” say 
the more optimistic government economists, 
“and we can have guns and butter both.” 


Department of Commerce 
Changes Its Mind on Steel. 


To build new facilities in steel, power and 
rails, they concede, requires materials which 
might go into arms or civilian consumer 
goods. But the sacrifice is temporary and 
pays off many times over in a period of 
years. Once built, the capacity is there to 
be used for military needs or to support 
full employment in peacetime. 


A gallant remnant of New Deal econ+ 
omists in the Departments of Labor and 
Agriculture has been calling for a sub- 
stantial increare in steel capacity ever since 
the war ended. Labor Department experts 
said we need to add to our 93,000,000 tons 
of existing steel capacity 10,000,000 to 
20,000,000 tons more. Louis Bean of the 
Department of Agriculture avoided saying 
how much new steel capacity should be 
built; he simply drew charts showing how 
much capacity the steel companies would 
have to add if they continued to expand at 
the per capita rate maintained in the 40 
years ending in 1930. His projections in- 
dicated a maximum need.of 120,000,000 
tons of steel by 1950.

Now, however, the Department of Com- 
merce has changed its mind. It recom- 
mends the installation of an additional 10,- 
000,000 tons of capacity. The additional 
plant, like most of that built during the 
war, probably will be constructed at Gov- 
ernment expense. The steel industry main- 
tains that its present profits, the fattest 
sirice 1929, are not sufficient to justify it 
in putting in the new plant on its own. 


Industry Needs More 
Electric Power Capacity. 


The important thing, however, is to get 
the new steel plants built. At the end 
of the war the 14,000,000 tons of steel 
capacity which the Government had built 
during hostilities was peddled to the steel 
corporations at a little better' than 30 cents 
on the dollar. Yet, considering what this 
steel has done to enlarge production of 
consumer goods and restrain prices, the 
taxpayer has seldom seen his money spent 
to better advantage. 


Next in importance to steel is the short- 
age of power capacity. Last fall, a good 
many factories the nation over—including 
some in Missouri—had to close or cut off 
shifts because of the lack of electric power 
to turn the wheels. With the new aluminum 
plants making huge demands for power, 
the situation was saved during the war only 
by the great government-financed hydro- 
electric plants like those in the Tennessee 
Valley and Grand Coulee. 

When came, the Department of 
Interior warned of an increased demand for

| electricity to result from a flood of ap- 
pliances and gadgets coming off the assem- 
bly line.

Black, like the Iron & Steel Institute, had 
underestimated the explosive growth of the 
American postwar economy. Not long after 
he testified, Pacific Gas & Electric's hydro 
units were caught in a drouth and the com- 
pany, having no reserve to fall back on, had 
to curtail industrial customers and ration 
street-lighting. 


The power companies not only rationed 
current. They also reduced voltages, which 
dims electric bulbs and will, if carried far 
enough, burn out electric motors. Power 
companies also often reduced frequencies, 
which plays strange tricks, such as causing 
the electric clock to lose a quarter of an 
hour or so in 12... 


: 


Freight Cars and Oil 
Are Both in Short Supply. 


The power industry, unlike the steel 
industry, is expanding as fast as it can 
get new equipment. The bottlenecks lie 
in generators, steam turbines and trans- 
formers. These are in heavy demand in 
the Recovery countries, as well 
as in the United States. 


In the United States, 17,000,000 kilo- 
watts of power equipment is on order or 
being installed, or enough to bring gener- 
ating capacity to 69,000,000 kilowatts by 
1952. The Federal Power Commission esti- 
mates that more than 80,000,000 kilowatts 
will be required by 1955 and more than 
100,000,000 by 1960. It appears doubtful 
that this much will be installed unless the 
Roosevelt policy of developing waterpower 
sites under Government ownership is re- 
vived. Only a fifth of the nation’s potential 
electric power has been harnessed to date. 


The third most serious threat to full pro- 
duction is the shortage of freight cars. In 
one sense, it is a more basic shortage than 
that “ steel, because steel production has 
been held up at intervals by the lack of 
freight cars to haul the coal necessary to 
make steel. Yet only in mid-1947 did 
the steel companies begin to apportion suf- 
ficient steel to car builders to permit them 
to make enough cars to replace those wear- 
ing out. 

The Office of Defense Transportation says 
the railroads are still 126,000 cars short, 
and production is still 2000 cars a month, 
short of the goal set last year. 

Besides the “‘Big Three’’. shortages—steel, 
power and freight cars—are several others 
less important and less stringent. There is 
a moderate shortage of oil, but if steel were 
available, it would be no great problem to 
sink more oil wells, or to build plants to 
make gas and oil from coal or shale. 


Most military authorities agree with Sec- 
retary of Interior Krug that the oil of the 
Middle East is too near the potential enemy 
to be a dependable source of supply in war. 
But all do not agree with him that the Gov- 
ernment should go ahead now spending nine 
billion dollars and using up 16,000,000 tons 
of steel to build synthetic plants. 

Known reserves of natural oil in the 
United States total 25 billion barrels, or 
enough to last 10 years if no new reserves 
were found,

TWO POLITICAL JINXES 


TIED TO, HARRY TRUMAN

ISSOURI’S Harry S. Truman and the 
Democratic party which he heads have 


M a pair of jinxes to get rid of in this 
presidential election year of 1948. 
The party obstacle which President Tru- 


|man or any other Democrat will need to 


overcome is the political formula, now es- 
tablished almost as a law of American poli- 
tics, that an administration which loses 
control of Congress in the midterm will lose 
the race for the presidency two years later. 
The personal hindrance to Truman’s own 
fortunes is the over-all tradition against 
the nomination to succeed himself of a 
President who entered office following the 
natural death or assassination of his imme- 
diate predecessor. 

Let us examine these two political propo- 
sitions briefly in the light of American his- 
tory. The facts about them are interesting 
as the time of the nominating conventions 
draws nearer. 

Taking up first the obstacle which Presi- 
dent Truman must get rid of, we find that 
he is the seventh President to arrive at our 
highest office via the vice-presidential route. 


Before Truman succeeded Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the White House three years 
ago, the most recent Vice President to 
move into a presidential vacan¢y was Calvin 
Coolidge, successor to Warren G. Harding 
in 1923. Coolidge was readily nominated 
to succeed himself by the 1924 Republican 
convention and was overwhelmingly elected 
to the subsequent full term. 


The only other succession from Vice 
President to President in this century was 
that of Theodore Roosevelt, after the as- 
sassination of William McKinley in 1901. 
The first Roosevelt was easily nominated 
in 1904 for a full term and easily elected. 
After retiring in favor of William Howard 
Taft in 1908, he sought another term in 
1912, thus producing the historic G.O.P. 
split which elected Woodrow Wilson, 

These two instances of Vice Presidents 
who succeeded to the presidency represent 
a change from ‘the earlier custom of not 
nominating such presidents to succeed them- 
selves. Perhaps the. word “custom” is not 
the precise one, but in any event it became 
a practice to drop such presidents in the 
1800s. | 

John Tyler, the first Vice President to 
move up, succeeded William Henry Har- 
rison in 1841. Harrison was a Whig and 
Tyler a Jeffersonian. Party conflicts in the 
Tyler Administration were such that neither 
the Whigs nor the Democrats nominated 
Tyler to succeed himself. 

The three other presidents who rose from 
the vice presidency and were not nominated 
at the end of their fill-in terms were: Mil- 


| Congress to the Republicans. 


lard Fillmore, who succeeded Zachary Tay- 
lor in 1850, Andrew Johnson, successor to 
Abraham Lincoln in 1865, and Chester 
Alan Arthur, who followed James A. Gar- 
field in 1881. None had been thought of 
originally as more than a second-place man. 


The obstacle which President Truman or 
any other nominee of the Democratic party 


must overcome is one which has at least 


50 years of aythority behind it. 


This “is the “law of politics,” as stated 
by Cortez A. M. Ewing of the University of 
Oklahoma in his book, “‘Congressional -Elec- 
tions,’’ that ‘‘success in a presidential elec- 
tion will go to that er which already has 
majority control of e House of Repre- 
sentatives.” 


It would be foolish to say that this for- 
mula cannot be broken, just as the. third- 
term tradition was broken, but it stands 
until it is set aside this year or in some 
future presidential election. This year the 
Democrats have the “rule’’ doubly called to 
their attention since they lost not only the 
House two years ago, but also the Senate, 


Here are the midterm congressional de- 
feats and the subsequent overturns in ad- 
ministration on which the so-called law is 
based (since alignment of the two. major 
parties as they are known today): 


1. In 1890, half way through Harrison's 
term, the Republicans lost the House to the 
Democrats. Two years later, Harrison was 
turned out and Cleveland re-installed in the 
White House. 


2. In 1894, at the midterm of Cleveland's 
second administration, the Democrats lost 
the House to the Republicans. Two years 
later, William McKinley, Republican, de- 
feated William Jennings Bryan, Democrat. 


3. In 1910, the midterm election for 
William Howard Taft cost the Republicans 
control of the House. Two years later, 
Taft lost in the three-way race, running 
behind both Wilson and Theodore Roosevelt. 

4. In 1918, half way through Wilson’s 
second administration, the Democrats loédt 
Two years 
later, James M. Cox, the Democratic nom- 
inee, was defeated by Harding, the Repub- 
lican choice. 

5. In 1930, at the midterm election for 
Herbert Hoover, the Democrats wrested 
control from the Republicans. Two years 
later came Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
New Deal. 


This record shows chiefly that there are 
swings up and swings down between the two 
major parties. What the Democrats are 
confronted with is the necessity of arrest- 
ing a swing against them and in favor of 
the Republicans. 

If they are successful this year they will 
have written a very substantial amendment 
into 60-year-old “political law.”’ 


In the militarily important field of al- 
loys there is a severe shortage. The nation 
is short of copper, tin, lead, zinc and mana- 
nese. It is generally agreed that these 
should be stockpiled in generous quantities, 
as many of them come largely from across 
the sea. But the postwar industrial demand 
has been so great that stockpiling has 
lagged. For example, the Government has 
only a small fraction of the 1,000,000 tons 
of copper recommended as a minimum 
stockpile for security. 


In view of all these extraordinary exac- 
tions—rearmament, European Aid, stock- 
piling, the deficit of consumer goods ac- 
cumulated from the war—it is evident that 
some demands have to go unanswered. What 
provision is made, then, to see that military 
preparedness comes before pleasure cars, or 
stockpiling of copper before copper for new 
telephone equipment? 


Precious little economic control has been 
provided as yet. Under the Departments of 
Commerce, Interior and Agriculture and 
under the Office of Defense Transportation, 
a system of so-called “voluntary controls’ 
has been established. “Industry advisory: 
committees,” like those which worked with 
the War Production Board, are provided. 
The vyoluntary-control allocation system 
heads up in something called the Office of 
Industry Co-operation. 

The purchase of munitions and planes 
falls, in theory, to the Munitions Board, rep- 
resenting the Army, Navy and Air Force, 


and headed by Thomas J. Hargrave, pres!- 
dent of Eastman Kodak. But the actual 


work is done mostly by the procurement 
services of the Signal Corps, Ordnance Di- 
vision, Engineers and so on. Talk of com- 
bining the procurement function under a 
Director of Logistics on the general staff 
has met, in business circles, with howls of 
dismay. 

The foremost Government agency charged 
with industrial preparedness is the National 
Security Resources Board. NSRB'resembles 
somewhat the Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment set up during the war to serve as 
liaison between the White House and the 
War Production Board. The devastating 
difference is that there is not now anything 
comparable with the WPB for it to serve 
as liaison with, 

The NSRB is set up, In Washington jar- 
gon, at the Cabinet level. Its chairman, 
Arthur M. Hill, is in theory co-equal with 
Secretary Forrestal of the National Defense 
Establishment, (Hill, whose regular job is 
president of-the Atlantic Greyhound Corp., 
served as Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
under Forrestal during the war.) 

NSRB’s most important branch is the 
Production Facilities Division, which is con- 
cerned with the utilization of critical and 
strategic materials in the various consuming 
fields. Production Facilities concerns itself 
only with over-all planning. For actually 
doing the work, it relies on personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Departments of 
Commerce, Interior, Treasury and Labor, 
and such agencies as the Federal Reserve 
Board, Social Security Board and the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers, 

So it not only lacks the essential au- 


thority of allocation. It suffers also from 
scatteration of function. Finally, NSRB, 
while presided over by business men, is sup- 
posed to force other business men to do 
things which may very well be completely 
to their disliking. 


For a parallel to the present situation, 
one can look back at parade of palsied de- 
fense production agencies which preceded 


the eventual establishment of the War Pro- 


duction Board under Donald Nelson in 1942. 
Government men get a sinking feeling when 
they recall the Office of Production Man- 
agement (Knudsenhillman); the National 
Defense Advisory Commission; the War 
Resources Board; the so-called “War Cabi- 
net”; the Joint Munitions Board and nu- 


merous other rather confused and definitely 
} 


duplicating agencies. 


In 1940-41, the nation continued to 
manufacture automobiles, when it should 
have been using more steel for tanks, 
gun carriages and casings for anti-subma- 
rine depth charges. Now, again, the na- 
tion is putting into consumer goods steel 
which ‘should go to make new specialized 
machine tools, anti-atomic bomb land 
equipment or steel plants. 


But Congress has enacted no law to 
permit non-preparedness industries to be 
deprived of steel for the benefit of indus- 
tries filling the needs of possible war. 
Congress is moving toward the enactment 
of. some form of Selective Service act, 
but no compulsion is in sight for indus- 
try to assure the new soldiers the 
weapons they will need to fight with.

Now that the returns reflect the con- 


elusive trend of the voting, leading United States newspapers have turned their 
editorial attention to the outcome and to an analysis of its meaning. 


The New York Times, in the title of its 
lead editorial today, describes the result of 
the elections in Italy as “A Triumph for 
Democracy.” The editorial says: 

‘The Italian people have won a smashing 
victory for their own sovereignty and inde- 
pendence and for the forces of liberty and 
democracy everywhere.” 

“By the same token,” the Times con- 
tinues, “they have administered a defeat to 
the forces of Russo-Communist totalitarian- 
ism that have already engulfed half of 
Europe and sought to engulf Italy as well.” 

The New York Times says credit for the 
victory belongs first of all to the Italian 
people, who turned out in record numbers 
to outvote the disciplined forces of the Com- 
munist Left. 

The editorial then goes on to say: “The 
announced decision of Premier de Gasperi 
to keep the Communists out of the Govern- 
ment is a guarantee that they will not be 
permitted to smuggle their Trojan horse 
into the citadels of authority to capture the 
State from within, as they have done in s0 
many other countries.” 

Pointing out that Italy still faces handi- 
caps, the Times warns that the Italian gov- 
ernment must observe the maxim that eter- 
nal vigilance is still the price of liberty. 

The Baltimore Sun takes a somewhat 
similar view of the elections. It says: “All 
those fortunate enough to be heirs of the 
civilization which flowered in Italy for a 
thousand years have every right to be grati- 
fied at the outcome of the Italian elections.” 

“By a good majority,” the Sun continues, 
“the people of Italy have affirmed their 
allegiance to’ the concept of the dignity and 
integrity of the individual man.” 

The Baltimore Sun says it is important 
to remember, however, that pressure from 
fifth columns continues to exist in many 
other parts of the world. As to the Itallan 
elections themselves, the Sun reaches this 
conclusion: 

‘In the face of challenge, the majority 
of the people stood firm for the magnificent 
culture they have inherited...” 

The New York Herald Tribune also hails 
the outcome of the elections as a victory 
for democratic forces. It says the Italian 
people were asked to choose between two 


profoundly antithetic ways of life. 


“It was the first time,” says the Herald 
Tribune, “‘that this grim choice has been 
offered freely in a free and fair election, 
unshadowed by the power of the Red Army 
or the threats of ‘action committees.’ ”’ 

“Given a free choice,” the newspaper 
adds, “a large majority of the Italian people 
have turned their back& on the iron impris- 
onment of the Soviet paradise.” 

The New Yotk Herald Tribune goes on: 

“Italy’s future will certainly not be easy, 
but she has achieved a strong, democratic 
basis on which to meet it; and in’ the 


‘process she has put a dramatic stop to the 


great tide of Soviet aggression which was 
otherwise threatening to overwhelm the 
western world.”’ 

In the nation’s capital, the Washington 
Post editorial on the Italian elections is 
titled ‘‘Free Italy.” It says: 

“The American people, who have fol-

The New York Times columnist, Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, devotes her column to- 
day to the elections.

This inspires optimism, Mra. McCormick 
says, “because it proves that Communism 
can conquer only by default or force.”

The Times columnist points out that the 
Communist party—although large in Italy 
—always was a minority, and that a mi- 
nority cannot prevail where the majority is

“The Italian people voted for freedom. 
They voted to be independent, to be them- 
selves. They voted in response to the pro- 
found urge that moves all peoples who have 
known what it means to have liberty and 
what it means to lose it.”

Our Industrial. Weakness 


There is nothing like a rearmament program 
to show the weaknesses in a nation’s industrial 
machine. The last war quickly revealed that the 
United States had a shortage of steel capacity. 
It showed also that the airtight monopoly of the 
Al um Co. of America had created a perilous 
‘scarcity of aluminum, and that from the military 
point of view we had been foolish in relying on 
the British-Dutch monopoly in Malaya for our 
supply of raw rubber. 

Under the determined hand of President 
Rodsevelt, the nation got busy and corrected 
these things. Against the opposition of the 
dollar-a-year men whom the steel industry sent 
to Washington, President Roosevelt ordered the 


building of plants to make an additional 14,000,- . 


000 tons of steel a year—an increase of nearly a 
fifth in total capacity. 

He ordered aluminum capacity to be multi- 
plied more than threefold, from 400,000,000 
pounds a year to 1,300,000,000 pounds. And’ in 
so doing he saw that Alcoa was provided for the 
first time with two.or three genuine competitors. 

The stranglehold of the rubber cartel was 
broken for good by the creation, at a. cost of 
$800,000,000, of a synthetic rubber industry, 
which could, if necessary, take care of nearly all 
our rubber requirements. And there was other 
impostant expansion, such as that in the 
machine-tool industry, whose capacity was in- 
creased many times over what it was prewar. 

+ ‘ * 


In spite of expansion in the early '40s, the new 
preparedness effort finds us faced again with 
critical shortages. The story is told in an article 
in the Post-Dispatch: today. Unlike that-of the 
early '40s, the present armament drive finds no 
slack in the industrial machine. The steel plants, 
the power industry, the railroads find themselves 
unable fully to meet normal demand, to say 
nothing of the 46-billion-dollar defense program. 

Unless rearmament is to require unnecessarily 
heavy sacrifices from the civilian economy— 
sacrifices which it will be politically difficult to 
impose—the Government should proceed under 
full steam to expand capacity at least in steel, 
power and freight cars. We need, as soon as 
possible, a fhinimum of 10,000,000 tons of new 
capacity in steel, 20,000,000 kilowatts of new 
power capacity and a 125,000-to-200,000 net ad- 
dition to freight cars. 

No less important, we need to increase our 
supply of critical metals like chrome, copper, 
tin, lead, zinc, tungsten and manganese. More 
of these metals is needed to supply current de- 
mand. At the same time it is vitally important 
to accumulate stockpiles against the possible out- 
break of war, epecially for ores and metals which 
have to come from across the sea. 

* * + 


Whatever expansion is authorized, severe 
shortages in steel and alloys will persist for 
months to come. That brings up the question of 
allocations, to see that the available supplies go 
where they are needed most. So far, Congress 
has said No to all recommendations for the com- 
pulsory allocation of strategic materials. 

We have, instead, something called the Office 
of Industry Co-operation, by which industry is 
supposed to subject itself to voluntary controls. 
Behind this pleasant facade, industry fights a 
tooth-and-claw battle to get steel, copper, 
chrome, tin or whatnot for whatever production 
is most convenient and profitable. In such a 
free-for-all, rearmament needs get trampled. 

It is plainly inconsistent for Congress to go 
about reviving the draft without reviving also 
compulsory allocation of scarce materials neces- 
sary for rearmament. If the emergency is grave 
enough—and we think it is—to take young men 
from,their accustomed pursuits and put them in 
training camps, it is grave enough to take steps 
to see that they are given the tools of war. 

‘Such agencies as the Office of Industry Co- 
operation, the National Security Resources 
Board, the Munitions Board, and the Council of 
Economic Advisers sound formidable on the 
tongue, but they can’t get the job done with suf- 
ficient speed unless they have some real power. 

Progress on a selective service law ought to be 
matched step by step with a bill for a compul- 
sory allocations system. 


An Affray That Needs Explaining 


The beating up of Kansas City, Kan., packing 
house strikers by the city’s entire police force of 


70 men is a shocking thing. The investigation 
ordered by Mayor Tucker should be a consci- 
entious one and not just a dip into the white- 
wash bucket. 

It is understandable that the police were ir- 
ritated by the 40cday strike. Still, no effort had 
been made to obtain an injunction or otherwise 
to regulate the picketing by orderly means. 
While Police Capt. Dahlin said, in effect, that 
the trouble broke out when he was pulled into 
the CIO meeting hall, that hardly explains the 
presence of the entire force in readiness to in- 
vade the place. 

What is lacking is a full and clear account 
of the provocation which led to such drastic ac- 
tion. Unless a satisfactory one is forthcoming, 
the Kansas City, Kan., police force has an un- 
pardonable stain on its record. 
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Better Out of Uniform Than In 


With politicians as susceptible as they are to 
the slightest whim of public opinion, it is under- 
standable why some Congressmen have devel- 
oped reluctance to exempt scientists, engineers, 
doctors and studénts from a revived draft. They 
are afraid of being accused of providing havens 
for “slackers.” But surely this fear is un- 
founded. The American people know that the 
next war, if it comes, will be a war of scientists, 


and that the scientists will be of greatest value ~ 


in their laboratories. This was taught by the 
bomb on Hiroshima. 

Still, Dr. Charles Allen Thomas, president of 
the American Chemical Society and executive 
vice-president of Monsanto, found it necessary 
to repeat the lesson to the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. Other scientists have had to 
make similar arguments at length. They pointed 
out that the failure to provide necessary defer- 
ments all but emptied our medical schools a few 
years ago, and that as a result the country now 


_ faces a worsening shortage of doctors. 


Today, as Dr. Thomas said, the scientific so- 
cieties receive appeals for trained men from 
Washington, “only to find that highly qualified 
scientific and technological personnel are not 
available in anything like the numbers required.” 
During the war, protests went out—especially 
from the universities—against unwise draft poli- 
cies. They were ignored. And now the bird is 
home to roost. 

It is clear by now that the armed services did 
not need as many doctors as they took. Cer- 
tainly, they did not need medical students or 

” scientists-to-be as badly in uniform as they are 
now needed out of uniform. Many of these 


young men, of course, were eager to join the 
colors. They did. not seek deferment because 
they did not want to be called “slackers.” For 
this very reason, the pending draft legislation 
ought to describe their status very clearly. 

It should be remembered, as Dr. Thomas 
pointed out, that many of the men who con- 
tributed to the perfection of the atomic bomb 
were in their twenties and thirties. Those now 
working on biologicals and other phases of mili- 
tary research also are young. Congress should 
make sure that they are trained and employed 
where they can be of the utmost usefulness. 
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As May 15 Approaches 


The calendar marches inexorably toward May 
15. The UN continues to fumble with the Pal- 
estine problem. And now King Abdullah of 
Trdns-Jordan issues what amounts to a declara- 
tion of war against the Jews, and calls upon the 
other nations of the Arab League to join him. 
Already 10,000 of Abdullah's soldiers have 
crossed the line into the Holy Land, with the 
evident consent of the British. 

With so little time left to set up and imple- 
ment a trusteeship, it now appears British troops 
will be kept in the country’ which, as Colonial 
Secretary Creech-Jones put it, “is in danger of 
being plunged into anarchy and suicidal strug- 
gle.” Despite all the firm statements that Brit- 
ain will withdraw May 15, British officials are 
privately admitting that the door has not been 
completely closed on the question of London’s 
future role in Palestine. 

To lean back for a moment from the tortured 
and bloody canvas that the Holy Land presents 
to the world, why is it that a civilized solution 
cannot be had? In the centuries that the Arabs 
have controlled Palestine, it remained a bleak 
and dreary desert, hardly able to support human 
habitation.. Since the Balfour Declaration, the 
Jews have made the desert to blossom, have in- 
troduced modern industry, have built fine, mod- 
ern cities like Tel Aviv. With irrigation and 
soil improvement, the citrus fruit crop has be- 
come one of the most important in the world. 
Both Jew and Arab in Palestine have profited. 

But King Abdullah, the sinister Grand Mufti 
and other Arab leaders resent the improvement 
in the standard of living of Palestinians. The 
Arab countries are still in the fourteenth cen- 
tury stage of development; their peoples are 
poor and miserable, and in a state of virtual 
vassalage. The Abdullahs and the Muftis want 
to keep them that way. They fear the unrest 
and discontent which a twentieth-century Pales- 
tine, with its high wages and comfortable living 
conditions, would have on the benighted Arab 
countries, 

For 30 years, Britain has wrestled with the 
Palestine problem, unsuccessfully so’ because it 
has played a double game. Britain has tried to 
make good the promise of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, yet even that declaration was written in 
such a way as not to offend the Arabs. Such’ 
duality of aims could not produce a solution 
favorable to either side. 

Now, with the discovery of huge oil fields in 
Arabia, the situation is further complicated. 
Both Britain and the United States depend 
heavily upon this oil and, in the critical situation 
of the world today, the Arabian oil supply is 
vital. But it is also true that the vast revenue 
accruing to Arab leaders from oil royalties is 
something they do not want to give up, either. 

It may be wishful thinking—a mental exercise 
which is pardonable in these times—but isn’t it 
possible for the Western powers to prevail upon 
the Arab leaders to see that the whole Near East 
would be a far happier place for all if a decent 
solution were made of the Palestine question?

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Not in the Great Tradition 

What are the limits of taste which apply when 
a Supreme Court Justice decides to denounce 
the findings of his brethren? How many times 
and in what terms can he criticize the others 
without bringing discredit on the great tribunal 
on which he sits? ee 

Justice Jackson seems to be bent on finding 
out. In the most recent 5-to-4 division, Justice 
Rutledge wrote a decision which gave priority 


to federal tax claims over Massachusetts claims 


against a company for unemployment compensa- 


tion fund payments. Dissenting, Justice Jackson 
gaid the majority opinion went to “some lengths 


to show that the Supreme Court as a whole had 
become committed to the principle involved.” 


Then he wrote: 


If I have agreed to any prior decision 
which forecloses what now seems to be a 
sensible construction of this act, I must 
frankly admit that I was unaware of it. Un- 
der these circumstances, except for any per- 
sonal humiliation involved in‘ admitting that 
I do not always understand the opinions of 
this court, I see no reason why I should be 
consciously wrong today because I was un- 
consciously wrong yesterday. 

Justice Jackson has the same right as every 
other Justice to disagree. No one who knows 
the least about the history of the Supreme Court 
would want to shut off dissent with its appeal 
to the future. Yet it is hard to believe that the’ 
manner in which Justice Jackson reflects on the 
intelligence of his fellow Justices contributes to 
the well-being of the Supreme Court. 

In short, not what Justice Jackson does, but 
the way in which he does it, is counter to the 
great dissenting traditions of Harlan, Holmes, 
Brandeis and Stone. 
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A Contrast in Candidates 


Senator Taft and Harold Stassen take oppo- 
site views on President Truman’s reappointment 
of the five Atomic Energy Commission members. 

“I still object to Lilienthal,” says Taft, “and 
oppose any reappointment of commission mem- 
bers for long terms.” He desires to delay Sen- 
ate confirmation until the next President can 
name his own slate. 

“T think,” says Stassen, “it’s the wrong kind of 
politics to hold up the appointment of a quali- 
fied man on a political basis... . Unless there 
is some new evidence against Mr. Lilienthal, he 
should be confirmed for another term.”

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BEYOND THE ALPS LIES FREEDOM 
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American Leadership in Peril 


Chester Bowles, Former OPA Administrator,

There are only 145,000,000 of us and we 
live in a revolutionary world of two billion 
people. Under such circumstances, stop- 
ping Soviet aggression may depend more on 
the strength of our ideas than on our mill- 
tary might, important as the latter may be. 

Before World War I, Africa, Asia, South 
America and much of Europe were the 
happy hunting ground of the imperialistic 
nations. Between 1910 and 1920, the peo- 
ples of backward 
areas began to awak- 
en. The Sun Yat- 
sen revolution, the 
Gandhi revolution 
and the Lenin revo- 
lution were expres- 
sions of this awaken- 
ing. These revolu- 
tiona were further 
stimulated by World 
War II. 

The world’s people. 
are still hungry, but 
they are no longer 
asleep. At last they 
are beginning to 
realize that the pov- 
erty which cramps their existence is un- 
necessary. 

The Soviet Union and the spread of 
Communism are the most dramatic expres- 
sions of the upsurge. When the Commu- 
nists speak of democracy they obviously do 
not mean the Bill of Rights. Yet the lim- 
ited democracy which the Communists de- 
scribe to backward peoples has a valid 
appeal. It offers steady employment, edu- 
cational and welfare advantages and medi- 
cal assistance. ’

Neglect of Economic Justice 


The average American believes not only 
in political democracy but in economic de- 
mocracy. He has been called upon to fight 
throughout our long history against vested 
economic interests, When our State De- 
partment speaks of “democracy” in inter- 
national terms, however, its concept seems 
limited. 


We have consistently stressed: political 
democracy but we have failed to emphasize 
the right to land ownership, the city work- 
er’s right to food and shelter, the right to 
decent education and health, 

The Communists have taken advantage 
of our failure by posing as the one great 
power which really concerns itself with the 
hungry millions. Two months ago I spent 
a day with a group of peasants in Hungary. 
When I asked them if they felt more or less 
democratic, they answered: 

“Of course, we are much more demo- 
cratic. Since the land reforms, we are no 
longer forced to work for the great land 
owners for a few florins a day.” 


When I pointed out that their letters 
were censored and their newspapers were 
controlled, their answer was: “We don't 
get any letters and we don’t read any 
newspapers.” 

The tyrannical aspects of Communism, 
which are so shocking to us, seem less im- 
portant to the people in Asia, Africa, east- 
ern Europe and South America, for the 
simple reason that political oppression in 
one form or another has always been an 
accepted part of their lives. 


.Aid to the Oppressors 


Communism has won many victories in 
the last two years. It will win more-unless 
we overhaul some of our present policies. 


Generally speaking, there:are two forces 
opposed to Communism. First, the feudal 
land owners, semi-Fascist industrialists and 
old aristocracy, which fight Communism 
not because they object to dictatorships as 
such, but because Communist dictatorships 
threaten their own positions, Second, the 
ifberal democratic forces which will not ac- 
cept police state tyranny. 

The only hope lies in supporting the 
democratic groups. But this we have often 
failed to do. 

Worse, we have been inclined to throw 
our support behind reactionaries. With an 
able assist from Communist propaganda, 
this has served to identify us in the minds 
of hundreds of millions of people with the 


forces which they view as the primary ob- 
stacle between themselves and security. 

As Secretary Marshall pointed out 15 
months ago, the Chiang Kal-shek Govern- 
ment is a corrupt dictatorship. And yet, 
since V-J day we have supplied hundreds 
of millions of dollars of arms to it, 

We led the way in swinging support be- 
hind a Jewish state in Palestine. Then, 
under pressure from our military strate- 
gists, we surrendered. 


We have diicked the issue of. Fascist 
Spain. We have accepted dictatorships in 
South America, Portugal and Turkey. 


In Greece and Italy, our unwillingness to 
insist on overdue reforms has seriously 
weakened our positign. 


In Italy, I asked ‘a Government official 
why the scanty supply of food was not ra- 
tioned; why black markets were allowed to 
flourish; why the great estates were not 
divided among the peasants. 

“We understood that.you Americans were 
opposed to all such measures,” he said. “We 
thought you were anxious to see us dupli- 
cate your free enterprise system in Italy.” 
He quoted from speeches by Senator Taft. 


Five Pillars of Success ‘ 


How can we strengthen our position? 
How can we best avoid war? And, if war 
comes, how can we develop maximum sup- 
port? The answers are not simple, but let 
me offer a series of proposals. 

First, we must make it clear that we will 
resist further aggression against duly 
elected Governments. This we are doing 
now—somewhat hysterically. 

Second, we must moderate the influence 
of the Secretaries for Defense, the Army, 
Navy and Air. Secretary Marshall’s state- 
ment on China was enlightened, His Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program has been along 
the same lines, Unfortunately, old associ- 
ates in the War and Navy Departments 
have given him little opportunity to develop 
that kind of thinking to its conclusions. 

Third, as long as we accept the Negro 
only as a second-class citizen, we cannot 
hope to win the confidence of Asia and 
Africa. 

.Fourth, we must stop inflation and learn 
how to cushion the business cycle. As we 
eliminate unemployment, clear our sluma 
and provide adequate housing, we will 
strengthen both our democracy at home 
and prestige throughout the world. 

Fifth, we must take our stand beside the 
hungry and oppressed people. We must 
convince them that we stand for reforms, 
and that they can achieve higher living 
standards and political freedom, too. 


If We Yield to Fear 


The European Recovery Program offers 
us an unusual opportunity. The question 
lies in how the money will be used. Will 
we work to raise living standards by the 
most practical means, even though, on oc- 
casion, this involves government owner- 
ship? 

Material aid will not be enough, We will 
need bold, imaginative leadership to go 
with it,.If we are successfully to combat 
Communism and lay the basis for lasting 
peace, we cannot compromise with inef- 
ficiency and graft, reaction or Fascism. 


Historically, great nations have lost their 
leadership because as they grew prosperous 


\ they have tried to stand still. They lost 


touch with a world forever on the march, 
As they lost touch, their fears for their 
own security increased, and with the in- 
crease in their fears came even greater 
conservatism—slowly emerging into out- 
and-out reaction. 

Our own country has already been caught 
up to a frightening degree in this age-old 
cycle. Unless we are able to reverse the 
present trends, we may, within the next 
generation, go the way of the Roman Em- 
pire of Constantine.

world. What we wanted and ex- 
pected, was simply impossible. 


So it has taken three year’ to. 


shake us down to the brutal, rock- 
bottom realities of our postwar 
job, and the world’s. 

Even today we remain impatient 
for quick results. We are terribly 
impatient for some big immediate 
solution that will change every- 
thing for the better. Many people 
still count wishfully on adoption 
of the Marshall plan to precipitate 
an early solution; or upon sudden 
changes resulting from the Italian 
elections.

For many months the United 
States has had a dangerous 
amount of loose talk about war. 
As a matter of fact, any early war. 
with the Soviets is most unlikely. 
As The Economist remarks, “Why | 
should they abandon the inexpen- 
sive indirect method of attack by 
Communist parties for methods of 
warfare in which America and 
Britain hold clear technical ad- 
vantages?” ... Well, why should 
they? Most experts agree that 
Russia cannot possess even a few 
dozen atomic bombs before about 
1958 or 1960. 

Certainly, the odds are all 
against Moscow risking outright 
war within nearly 10 years, or 
maybe 20. In reality, the years 
directly ahead are the years of our 
greatest opportunity to achieve a 
peaceful settlement. 

4. You can contribute greatly— 
and incidentally feel a lot more 
comfortable—if you start taking a 
long view of our crisis with the 
Soviet Union. ; 

What is the long view? ..., It 
begins by recognizing that we can 
only win peace by a whole series 
of prolonged efforts. The Marshall 
plan is just a first stop. A sound 
increase in America’s armed 
strength, if we make it really 
sound, would be a second step. 
Sufficient controls to save Ameri- 
can economy from inflation would 
be a third step. These are all 
vital and there are others. But 
all will take time before they can 
become effective. 

Meaning of Long View. 

So what does the long view 
mean? It means that the United 
States cannot be in a good posi- 
tion to seek a general settlement 
with Moscow until ERP, strength- 
ening of our armed forces and 
other such preparatory steps have 
made considerable progress. We 
probably cannot reach that point 
before 1950, or perhaps even 1952. 

When that point isa finally 
reached Washington will at last 
be in position to launch some 
hard, realistic diplomatic bargain- 
ing with the Soviets;. and so 
should the governMents of West- 
ern Europe. | 

It would be folly to seek de- 
cisive negotiations with Moscow 
until America and her allied de- 
mocracies occupy entrenched posi- 
tions, both economically and polit- 
ically. This is the great wisdom 
of Secretary Marshall. He under- 
stands the realities of strategy for 
peace as keenly as those dictated 
by war strategy.

WASHINGTON, April 24. 


HE first question every visitor 

to Washington asks is, are the 

United States and Russia 
heading for World War III? The 
answer they get, in talking with 
best informed people, is that it 
is possible but not probable. It all 
depends on what Russia really in- 
tends to do. 

The danger is worse today than 
it was two years ago, when we 
began our almost complete demo- 
bilization and disarmament, these 
informed sources say. Then we 
placed our faith for world peace 
in the United Nations. We atill 
do, but we now are rearming, too. 

The Kremlin is convinced the 
United States is too weak now to 
oppose Russia’s campaign of world 
domination. Also, the Russians 
are beginning to believe we will 
be much better able, through our 
renewed effort for military pre- 
paredness, to oppose them a year 
from now. 

The question is this: Will Rus- 
sia continue its “cold war,’ for po- 
litical domination, stopping short 
of another Pearl Harbor incident? 
Or will Russia, to force a show- 
down, go to the extent of a shoot- 
ing war? 

. Elements of Situation. 


Here are the principal elements 
of the problem: 

American Foreign Policy. Every 
time this Government has been 
firm Russia has stopped short of 
military conquest. That happened 
in Iran. It happened again when 
Russia was bent on taking the 
Dardanelles. Our dollar and mili- 
tary help for Greece and Turkey 
so far have held off the Com- 
munists of Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania. We did not inter- 
fere in Czechoslovakia. 

Berlin. Constant tension steamed 
up by the Russians against the 
American occupation force ia an 
ever-present danger. Russia wants 
to drive us out of Berlin and 
Vienna, if not out of all Europe. 

Zones of Influence. Russia has 
been reported unable to under- 
stand why the United States does 
not agree to a plan whereby Rus- 
sia would dominate one world 
sphere, we another. The United 
States has insisted on freedom of 
self-determination for all nations. 

Palestine. The British say they 
will pull their police army out 
on May 15. That can open the 
way to violent war between Jews 
and Arabs. The alternative is for 
the Jews and Arabs to accept a 
United Nations trusteeeship out of 
which would eventually come a 
joint government. Russia has 
been unwilling to send troops into 
Palestine. The Kremlin wants no 
trouble with the Jews or Arabs. 
The Soviet Union has a large Mos- 
lem population.

First, the defeat of the Com- 
munists has not been accompanied 
by any strengthening of the Ital- 
jan neo-Fascists. On the contrary, 
the great majority of the non- 
Communist vote went to the par- 
ties of the center—the Christian 
Democrats and Independent So- 
cialists. There are also indications 
that groups of the formerly Com- 
munist-controlled Socialists may 
now declare their independence. 
Altogether, the stage is set for a 
healthy, democratic Italian re-| 
vival. | 

Second, and almost more impor- 
tant, no intoxication from success, 
to use Stalin’s phrase, has resulted 
from the victory over the Com- 
munists. On the contrary, the 
leaders of the government have 
carefully noted that an impressive 
minority of their people was 
driven by hardship and despair to 
vote, in effect, for the end of free- 
dom in Italy. 

Foolish to Expect Miracles. 

It is foolish to expect miracles, 
but since Premier de Gasperi 
and the men around him frankly 
admit there is still a big job to be 
done, one can at least hope they 
will tackle the job of winning over 
the pro-Communists with all the 
resources at their disposal. 

Perhaps the best reason for ac- 
cepting this analysis is the fact 
that it has been put forward by 
no less a man than Mario Scelba, 
Italy’s Minister of the Interior— 
the short, bald, plump, oddly im- 
pressive man who is probably the 
most powerful man in tne govern- 
ment after de Gasperi himself. A 
European Minister of the Interior 
does not run the national parks. 
He runs the police, and Ministers 


of the Interior throughout Europe 
are rarely outstanding for their | 
social vision or forward-looking | 
views. | 

As a police minister, Scelba is 
notably efficient without, it is gen- 
erally agreed, relying excessively 
on the usual strong-arm methods. 
The most common parlor game 
here at the moment is listing the 
influences that kept down the 
pro-Communist vote: American 
aid, the Church, Trieste, and s0 
on. The most experienced observ- 
ers, however, place Scelba’s name 
at the head of their lists. 

The reason is simple. Scelba has 
kept order.

Indeed, 
the Italians have been deciding the 
future of their country, and of the 
world, almost in a mood of fiesta.

R ROME, April 24 
BSERVERS here predict that 
the aggressive policy of the 
Catholic Church against Com- 
munism unwrapped for the first 
time in the crucial Italian cam- 
paign, will be continued on a 
world-wide basis. Its effect will 
be felt particularly in strongly 
Catholic France, where the next 
test of Communism versus West- 
ern Democracy may come, 

In the Catholic countries of 
South America the influence of 
the Vatican is likely to be a pow- 
erful force against an expected 
Communist drive to infiltrate the 
Southern Hemisphere.

| OME Italians, even among 
S those who supported the Cath- 
olic Christian Democratic par- 
ty, seemed stunned as they con- 
templated the election results. 
Even the party admitted that a 
large part of its support came 
from persons who are not sympa- 
thetic to the whole Catholic pro- 
gram but merely wanted to 
strengthen Italy’s strongest anti- 
Communist force. 

“This was no election,” one such 
person commented. “This was a 
plebiscite for or against Russia. 
Many gave their votes to the Cath- 
olic party only because they were 
sure it was one force which would 
never go Communist.” 

Prime Minister Alcide de Gas- 
peri literally stopped traffic for 
more than an hour on Rome’s 
busy Corso Wednesday night as 
he gave his program to Italy's 
people. He said the Christian 
Democratic party will respect the 
principle of the separation of 
church and state but that it also 
will feel that it has “the moral 
and juridical duty to surround the 
Holy See with absolute respect.” 

During the campaign, Commu- 
nists bitterly attacked the Vatican 
as the center of a currency black 
market and as the enemy of 
Italy’s poor. 

The Vatican has expressed itself 
as immensely relieved at the elec- 
tion results. In an editorial in 
L’Osservatore Romano, it said 
that the Italian electoral cam- 
paign was the “climax of a four- 
year campaign of slander by Com- 
munists and their sympathizers. 
., .- The nation has judged,” the 
editorial commented with satisfac- 
tion. 

Italy’s Catholic Action organiza- 
tion commented hopefully that the 
results did not mean that the 
Catholic party is “going to the 
right,” but that “old conservatives 
are finally moving into the dynan- 
ism of contemporary history.” 

American observers in Romeé 
Mhope that De Gasperi and the 
Catholic Action are right, for it 
is generally agreed that Italy’s 
impoverished people cannot be ex- 
pected to vote overwhelmingly 
against Communism in the future 
unless their miserable conditions 
are alleviated.

3. That section which states 
that existing union shop con- 
tracts cannot besrenewed with 
labor board approval, unless and 
until an election is held and a 
gnajority of all employes vote 
affirmatively. This, as Stassen 
sees it, fails to take into con- 
sideration multiple and season- 
al employer situations, the im- 
portance of stability in union 
relations, and the amount of dis- 
ruption which can result from 
euch a procedure.

ENJOYMENT OF LIVING, by Max

S the poet John Donne re- 
marked long ago, “No man 
s an Iland, intire of it selfe.”’ 
He further went on to describe 
man as “a peece of the Conti- 
nent” but I rather like to think 
of him as a river, made up of 
streams, freshets and rivulets 
which flow in and fill him to 
size. And whether it is his en- 
vironment or his heredit} which 
is more important is difficult to 
describe in a closely-knit family 
atmosphere where one overlaps 
the other. So it was with Max 

Eastman, son of two congrega- 

tional ministers, and brother of 

a daring suffragette and social 

reformer, 

Whereas some people grow up 
in sheltered isolation, Mr. East- 
man's parénts, particularly his 
mother, made every effort to 
show him the wonders of the 
world of the intellect. Fortun- 
ately for him she kept diaries 
(as did he and his sister) and 
fin her letters to him spent much 
time in cultivating a unified ap- 
proach to life. These letters, 
loving and tender, reveal influ- 
ences which shaped his entire 
life. “Don't dream,” she once 
wrote, “Act—act—-even if wrong- 
ly. Keep on deciding irrevocably 
and doing!"’ And with it she 
eet an example as she swept 
upper New York State for 
Woman's Suffrage and against 
Sin. The transition of example 
from his mother to his sister was 
a continuum of influence, and 
he is actually describing his own 
development as he tells how bis 
sister goes through law school, 
takes up life in Greenwich Vil- 
lage (then more radical than 
Bohemian) and finally’ becomes 
a Socialist.

coln.”’ Here are new volumes in 
ventures in comprehensive bi- 


ographical writing which belong 
in that select company. 


Dumas Malone, who wrote the 
model article on Jefferson for 
the monumental Dictionary of 
American Biography, 12 of whose 
20 volumes he edited, has been 
at work on the great Virginian 
through most of his adult life. 
It is hard for anyone to be as- 
sociated with the University of 
Virginia and not fall under the 
spell of the philosopher and 
the 
progress of its first buildings 
from the top of his “little moun- 
tain.” For Dumas Malone to 
have come within the circle was 
most fortunate since he has the 
scholarship, writing skill, criti- 
cal abilities and painstaking tn- 
dustry to accomplish the vast 
research required. 

Dr. Malone, professor of his- 
Columbia University, 


years from his birth in 1748 to 
his departure for Europe on the 
good ship Ceres in 1784, at the 
age of 41, The second .will de- 
scribe “The Democrat’ to whom 
belong the years 1784 to 1801. 
The third, covering “‘The Presi- 
dent,” will embrace 1801 to 
1809. Climaxing the great life 
will come “‘The Sage,” spanning 
the last 17 years, when the 
many -sided genius studied and 
experimented, wrote and culti- 
vated and entertained graciously 
at Monticello. 

Starting his forties, Jefferson 
was a man of books and scholarly 
thoughts, closely in touch with 
the philosophies off his and 
earlier days. He reflected more 
the College of William and Mary 
than the rude school which he 
had attended as a lively boy. The 
vast acreage to which he fell 
heir, and the slaves and stock 
on it, made him a man of prop- 
erty and means, If he was a 
frontiersman at all, it certainly 
was not in the sense that Daniel 


Boone was. 
Just now when a rather numer- 


ous group is seeking the presi- © 
dency, it is interesting to see & 


how this country gentleman 
sought to avoid public office, In 
the end Jefferson was more 
proud of having written the Vir- 
ginia statute of religious free- 
dom and of sponsoring the Uni- 
versity of Virginia than of having 
been President for eight years. 
This was no pose. 
Judging by the first volume, a 
truly distinguished work 
progress, The learning, literary 


ability and wit of the author are 


on every page. Dumas Malone 


does not call his the “definitive” | 
Jefferson, but it is hard to con- | 


ceive of a life more likely to be 
deserving of that description.

AMES MADISON was Jeffer- 
Joon compatriot in Virginia, 

and the life of him by Irving 
Brant stands out in all its stature 
now that the second volume has 
come. The first, which appeared 
in 1941, drew “The Virginia 
Revolutionist” as a vigorous, 
highly intelligent, industrious 
young man. This one sees him 
become “‘The Nationalist,” bent 
on achieving a strong govern- 
ment for the weak colonies. 

Biographer Brant, who is a 
former editorial editor of the 
Star-Times, starts his new vol- 
ume with Madison on his way as 
the youngest delegate to the 
Continental Congress in Phila- 
delphia. Attended by his Negro 
Billey, his carriage lurches from 
one red mudhole to another 
through the March rains of 
‘1780, on the 12-day journey, 

In the seven years that fol- 
low the young revolutionist be- 


comes a nationalist and the} 


volume closes with Madison out- 
lining a plan of government for 
the 1787 convention which 
would draw up a Conatitution to 
last 161 years. Still only 365, 
Madison proposes a national gov- 
ernment, of executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial branches, 
“armed with a positive and com- 
plete authority in all cases 
where uniform measures are 
necessary.” 

Thus, while Malone’s “Jeffer- 
son” tells the rich story of the 
Declaration of Independence in 
its first volume, the “Madison” 
of Brant reserves the chronicle 
of the Constitution for its third 
volume, These are rarely fitting 
works, to tell the lives and 
deeds and times of two Virgin- 
lans, who stand among the 
greatest of Americans.

To admirers of the Irish liter- 
ary renaissance, the sketches of 
Joyce and Yeats will be most 
interesting. The reader of 
‘Ulysses’ will be pleased to 
have Dr. Gogarty’s story of the 
Martello tower, and of how he 
and Joyce formally took posses- 
sion by laying a sheaf of Joyce's 
poems on the mantelpiece; and 
of how Joyce came to desert the 
tower. The account of the first 
reading of Synge'’s “Riders to 
the Sea’ is worth quoting. The 
play, Dr. Gogarty writes, “was 
received with grave silence. At 
last Yeats exclaimed, ‘Aeschy- 
lus!’ and inclined his head. 
Everyone agreed, including the 
man beside me, who asked in an 
awe-struck whisper, ‘Who is 
Aeschylus?’ ...I replied, ‘A man 
who is like Synge.’ ”’ 

The other sketches are filled 
with a certain outrageous 
humour, probably Irish in char- 
acter. The title sketch is one 
of these. So is “The Vicarious 
Fulfillment of the Vicar of Dum- 
bleton Center,’’ which is one of 
several sketches with an Amer- 
ican locale. ‘“‘The Merriman’ 
delightfully reasserts the Irish 
belief in creatures stranger than 
real ones. 

Dr. Gogarty’s book has gaiety 
without superficiality; gravity 
without profundity; it must sure- 
ly be a great deal like Dr. Go- 
garty himself. One would like 
to meet him.

"The Arabian Bird" 
A Mature First Novel 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN

N many respects “The Arabian 
Bird’ by Constantine Fitz Gib- 
bon (Rinehart and Co.), is the 
sort of novel that might have 
been written in the twenties. Its 
characters are morally deflated, 
devoid of sustaining purpose and 
unimaginatively addicted to half- 
hearted embraces and alcohol- 
ism. The difference lies in their 
reactions to the Great War. Its 
dehumanizing effects are repre- 
sented as merely the drastic 
culmination of a process that 
was already in operation rather 
than as a prime cause. 

Charles Monroe, a middle- 
aged Oxford don, returns to his 
London apartment after a two 
months’ war mission in Italy for 
the government and finds his 
son’s uniform lying across the 
bed of his youthful: second wife. 
From that time forward the story 
in told in a series of flashbacks 
that bring into one perspective 
the network of relationships be- 
tween Charles, his son Oliver, 
his wife Louise, his first wife 
Helen and several others. When 
Charles and his son finally con- 
front one another tHe scene has 
all the outward aspects of a 
Greek tragedy. All that’s missing, 
is the compulsion of genuine 


passion. 
(C carats of any conventional 
response to the aituation. 
They all pass through his mind 
but In the end he doesn’t kill, 
he doesn’t throw his wife into 
the streets, he makes no gesture 
of renunciation. He merely asks 
his son to leave. And Oliver, in 
leaving, makes no renunciation 
either because there is nothing 
to renounce. His attempt to at- 
tach himself to Louise is an act 
of desperation prompted by the 
hope that it will tincture his 
life with some sort of meaning. 
Charles, Oliver and most of 
their associates in the book are 
really “hollow men” in whom, as 
it happens, the apparatus of sen- 
sibility still remains, like an elec- 
trical system in an abandoned 
house. They have appetites, so 
they feed themselves; they have 
nerve ends so they cry out when 
they are burned; they have brain 
cells so they know they are lost. 
But none of their sensations ar- 
range themselves in any pattern 
that they themselves can regard 
as significant enough to form a 
design for living.

HE central characters are 
T not very attractive and cer- 
tainly they are not admir- 
able.

within an hour or two. But many 
chapters intervene during, which, 
as I have indicated, episodes of 
the immediate and remote past 
are unfolded and formative in- 
fluences revealed. The final 
chapters have ‘the force of an 
epilogue. Charles has discovered 
that he doesn’t love his young 
wife and, possibly, never did. 
Oliver, having made one more 
feeble attempt to establish a 
significant human contact is left 
drifting, waiting—as a former 
mistress tells him—for the next 
war. 


The strength of the book is 
not in the formal device but in 
its vitality of characterization 
and description and its maturity 
of viewpoint. The title is some- 
what misleading. It is taken 
from a quotation: “’Tis the 
Arabian Bird alone lives chaste 
because there is but one.” It is 
not primarily a study of un- 
chaste behavior but of disorien- 
tation. The author, Mr. Fitz Gib- 
bon, is twenty-eight and “The 
Arabian Bird” is his firat novel.

Dillard, who yesterday sparked 
Baldwin-Wallace College to a new 
meet record inthe college half-mile 
relay, today tied his own Drake 


record in the 120-yard high hur- 
dies, 

Altogether three college records 
were broken and one tied in the 
two-day meet, Seven new high 
school marks were set. 
| Lee Hofacre of Minnesota blot- 
ted out a 10-year-old Drake record 
for the 440-yard hurdle race by 
skimming the barriers in 52,7 sec- 
onds. This erased the old mark of 
'53.2 seconds set by Jack Peterson 
.of Rice in 1938. 
| University of Texas speedsters, 
meanwhile, scored a triple today 
as they scored victories in the 
four-mile, 440 and 880-yard relays. 

Performances in the field events 
failed to equal existing marks to- 
day. Yesterday Minnesota's For- 
tune Gordien broke the Drake 
seven-year-old discus record with 
a toss of 165 feet 5 inches.

rains. He broke smoothly and 
had a slight advantage on the first 
hurdle.

FAR-REACHING SENATE PLAN 
TO EXPAND SOCIAL SECURITY 


Citizens’ Committee Would Apply Old-Age 
Retirement and Survivors Insurance to 
Practically Everyone.

WASHINGTON, April 24—Old- 
age retirement and survivors in- 
surance would be extended to prac- 
tically everyone in the United 
States under a far-reaching pro- 
gram now before the Senate. Much 


higher benefits than at present 
would be provided. < 
The program amounts to a re- 
writing of the old-age and surviv- 
ors section of the Social Security 
Law. It was drawn up during a 
th study of the subject 
by a committee of 17 citizens se- 
by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, to which it reported April 
21. The Senate last July voted 
$25,000 for the study. 
Headed by Stettinius. 
' Chairman of the citizens’ group 
is Edward R. Stettiniug Jr., for- 
mer Secretary of State, who in 
1837 was a member of a similar 
counci] appointed to advise the 
Finance Committee. Some of the 
recommendations made then were 
embodied in the last major revi- 
— of the Social Security Law in 


Much credit for preparing the 
program is given, however, by Stet- 
tinius and others, to the associate 
chairman, Dr. Sumner H. Slich- 
ter, Lamont professor at Harvard 
University. Dr. Slichter is a widely- 
known scholar and is chairman of 
the research advisory board of the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment. 

The council made 22 specific 

posals, which it stressed were 

terdependent and which it urged 

be considered as a whole. The pro- 

were designed to remedy 

three major deficiencies of 

the present program—inadequate 

coverage, unduly restrictive eligi- 

bility requirements and inadequate 
benefits. 

How, Council Views Problem. 

The council's approach to the 

blem may be summarized as 


lows: 

“The basic protection afforded 
by the contributory social insur- 
ance system under the Social Se- 

Act should be available to 
all who are dependent on income 
from work. The character of one’s 
occupation should not force one to 
rely for basic protection on public 
essistance rather than insurance. 


“Earlier decisions to exclude the 
self-employed, workers in agricul- 
ture and workers in domestic serv- 
ice from coverage of the insur- 
ance system were based on the ex- 
pectation there would be admin- 
istrative difficulties in collecting 
contributions and obtaining wage 
reports for these groups. 

“Other groups such as railroad 
workers, government employes 
and employes of religious, chari- 
table and educational institutions 
were excluded for various reasons 
~—because some of the workers 
were protected under existing re- 
tirement plans, because of the 
constitutional barrier to the levy 
of a federal tax on state and local 
governments or because of objec- 
tions to taxing traditionally tax- 
exempt non-profit organizations. 

Obstacles Less Formidable. 

“The council believes that none 
of the reasons for the original ex- 
clusions justifies continued denial 
of basic’ social insurance protec- 
tion to these groups. The admin- 
istrative difficulties which may 
arise from including the self-em- 
ployed and workers in agriculture 
and domestic service seem far 
less formidable today than they 
did 10 years ago when the social 
insurance system was new. 

“Ten years’ experience with in- 
complete coverage has revealed 
the many inequities and anomalies 
which arise when workers move 
between covered and non-covered 
employments. In many cases 
these workers pay contributions 
but never receive benefits, and in 
others they may become entitled 
to benefits which, though small, 
are worth far more in relation to 
their contributions than are the 
benefits of workers covered regu- 
larly.” 

The council went on to say that 
the present system provides un- 
even protection in various parts 
of the country, that residents of 
industrial states receive more ben- 
efits than those who live in agri- 
cultural states, It said that em- 
ployers suffer for lack of protec- 
tion in the non-covered occupa- 
tions because they cannot furnish 
as attractive labor conditions as 
employers in the covered classifi- 
cations. 


Here are the major non-technical] 
recommendations: 
1. The self-employed — business 


and professional people, farmers 


one-third of all persons in jobs 
now excluded, the largest single 
group. In thig group are about 
6,000,000 persons in urban self- 
employment and perhaps as many 
as 5,000,000 farmers. These per- 
sons should be brought into the 


system; their contribution rate on 
net income should be one and a 
half times the rate payable by em- 
ployes. 

2. About three and a half mil- 
lion agricultural workers should 
be covered. Wages credited toward 
benefits should include. wages-in- 
kind when substantial. Difficulties 
in reporting this type of wage as 
well as in collecting contributions 
can be worked out in the course 
of the first few years. 

3. About 2,500,000 persons who 
work in household employment 
should be included, as it is now 
administratively feasible to extend 
protectica to them, Substantial 
wages-in-kind, such as meals and 
lodging, should be reported as 
wage credits. 

4. About a million employes of 
nonprofit organizations, except for 
clergymen and members of relig- 
ious orders, should be covered. It 
should be made clear that persons 
directly engaged in religious duties 
‘should be exempt. 

Concerning U. 8S. Employes. 

5. Old-age and survivors insur- 
ance coverage should be extended 
at once to federal employes who 
are now excluded from the civil 
service retirement system. The lat- 
ter should be maintained as a sup- 


plementary system. About 500,000 
persons now are working for the 


federal government in civilian jobs 
not covered by any federal retire- 
ment program.

Security Administration and 
the Railroad Retirement Board to 
undertake a study to determine the 
best method of making the rail- 
road retirement system supple- 
mentary to the basic old-age and 
‘survivors insurance program.

The council stressed the need 
for higher benefit payments and 


at the same time warned that 
inflation would jeopardize any 
guarantee of future security be- 
cause the purchasing power of the 
benefits would decline.

$78.75 a month for those who re- 
tire, instead of the present range 
of $10 to $44.80 a month. In a

New Appeal From Illinois Rule 


On Accused’s Right to Counsel

A series of news articles and 
editorials in the Post-Dispatch on 


the right of accused persons to 
counsel has been cited formally to 
the Illinois Supreme Court as evi- 
dence of “the public interest” in 
an issue which has brought Illi- 
nois criminal procedure under se- 
vere criticism by the United States 
Supreme Court and bar leaders. 

The Post-Dispatch discussions of 
this constitutional right are re- 
ferred to in a petition for rehear- 
ing in the case of Clarence Shoff- 
ner, denied a new trial by the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court March 18 not- 
withstanding the fact that he was 
not provided with counsel al- 
though illiterate at the time of 
his conviction. 

Shoffner, who wrote to the 
Post-Dispatch last year from the 
Illinois penitentiary at Menard, 
was sent to prison 17 years ago on 
a charge of stealing $10.50 worth 
of clothing at Clarence, Il. 

“Public Importance.” 

The rehearing petition, filed by 
Shoffner’s lawyer, James O. Mon- 
roe Jr. of Collinsville, says that 
the “public importance of the 
questions involved and the injus- 
tice of the current rule” (of ap- 
appoinment of counsel only if the 
accused knows enough to ask for 
fulfillment of his right) are shown 
by the fact that at the time the 


Shoffner and associated Wilson 
case decisions were handed down, 
the Illinois Supreme Court “had 
before it for consideration a draft 
of a rule, prepared by leaders of 
the bar throughout the state, look- 
ing to the full protection of the 
right to counsel of all accused per- 
sons in felony cases.” 

Calling on the state justices to 
reverse themselves frankly, the 
new petition for Shoffner con- 
tinues: 

“With the bar of this state, the 
people and the press of this area 
and the Supreme Court of the 
United States all noting the defi- 


‘ciences of the administration of 


criminal justice in Illinois, if not 
clamoring for its improvement, 
this court seriously misappre- 
hends its duty and functions by 
adhering to precedents which, by 
slow erosion have destroyed re- 
spect for our basic rights, prec- 
edents which stand now in con- 
trast to the earlier and sounder 
rulings of this court, precedents 
which stand in contrast to and de- 
fiance of the precedents of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

“Not Too Much to Expect.” 

“When unschooled laymen and 
lawyers throughout the nation, 
are aghast at unjust rules, it 
would seem not too much to ex- 
pect that the justices of a state’s 
highest court, robed in learning 
and given the power, should take 


action to change those rules whicll 
it is their duty and responsibility 
to correct.” 

Quoting the late Justice Louis 
D. Brandeis to the [linois Judges, 
the petition says that “the rule 
of stare decisis is not a universal 
inexorable command” and that 
“if we would guide by the light 
or reason we must let our minds 
be bold.” 

Referring to the statement of 
the Illinois court in denying Shoff- 
ner a new trial that “the average 
accused” knows of his right to 
counsel, the petition says: 

“Substantial evidence exists that 
persons accused of crime are. 
more often than not, persons of 
little education, sub-normal intel- 
ligence and meager circumstances. 
The assumption of this court thus 
appears wholly contrary tp the 
dictates of ‘experience, based on 
observation and practice.’ Strik- 
ing an ‘average’ imparts no new 
knowledge to the ignorant man 
below the mean.”

JERUSALEM, April g4 (AP)— 
Moslems, Jews and Eastern Chris- 
tians are praying in separate ways 
this weekend—their holy feasts 
stalked by terror, war and death. 

Christians of the Greek Ortho- 
dox, Armenian, Coptic and Syrian 
churches celebrated MLazarus’s 
resurrection from the dead today. 
Tomorrow they will go to the 
Holy Sepulchre for Palm Sunday 
prayers, commemorating the date, 
‘in the Georgian calendar which 
‘they use, of Christ’s triumphanal 
entry into Jerusalem. 

Moslem Arabs are gathering to 
begin toMorrow their traditional 
pilgrimage to the little shrine of 
Nebi Musa (Prophet Moses) in 
the Dead Sea valley near Jericho. 
They go there to commemorate 
the death of Moses, as revered to 
Mohammedans as to Jews and 
Christians, at a place their faith 
says he is buried. 


The Jews began their week-long 
feast of the Passover Friday 
night, recalling the sufferings and 
tortures endured by Moses and 
his people in their flight to free- 
dom in the Promised ‘Land 4000 
years ago. 


Only small groups of brave and 
faithful will feast this year where 
hundreds of thousands once 
prayed. There is war in the land 
sacred to all three faiths. 

Bearded prelates of the Eastern 
Christian churches, leaders of 
some 100,000 Christian Arabs in 
Palestine, will march to the Holy 
Sepulchre tomorrow under guard 
of Moslem guns.

King and Queen to Celebrate 
25 Years of Happy Married 
Life Tomorrow. 


By RUSSELL LANDSTROM 

LONDON, April 24 (AP)—The 
married life of King George and 
Queen Elizabeth has been, on 
their own word, a quarter century 
of romance. 

This avowal, with all that it 
means in holding empire together, 
will be the keynote of the sov- 
ereigns’ silver wedding jubilee 
Monday. 

As a team, the King and Queen 
have made a great success of their 
job. They have taken in stride 
what is often called the “prepos- 
terious burden” of their public 
duties. Both in public and pri- 
vate, they have pursued much the 
same interests, forsworn self and 
made the crown and its high re- 
pute supreme, and raised the roy- 
al family standard to an all-time 
high in Britain. 

As one who has known them for 
many years puts it, the King and 
Queen “have shown that royalty 
can be circumspectly conven- 
tional yet find fun in life, that 
the morality of royalty can be im- 
peccable yet far from stuffy or 
prudish,” 

Both the King and Queen more 
than once have affirmed their 
domestic happiness has been the 
making of them. They’ve looked 
upon every trip out of the coun- 
try as another honeymoon, 

There is a coloring of,the Cin- 
derella story about thée*’Queen's 
career and her romance. 

The girl wooed by the second 
son of the House of Windsor was 
a commoner—in the sense she was 
not of royal blood—although she 
was. the daughter’ of a line of 
noble Scottish thanes, 

Young Elizabeth and Prince Al- 
bert, as the King was known in 
the beginning, first met at a ehil- 
dren’s party. 

When they met again years 
later—after the first World War— 
the memories of that childhood 
association helped them find an 


~ 


easy footing. Even then Eliza- 
| beth had the knack of putting 
people at ease—no small task in 
Albert’s case, for he was acutely 


shy. : 

When it came to proposing, the 
Prince got what the British call 
the “collywobbles.” Evenutally, 
though, he screwed up his cour- 
age some say under sympathetic 
prompting from his mother Queen 
Mary. Whether legend or truth, 
the story sticks that the Prince 
proposed three times before he 
was accepted. 

It was fairly general accepted 
that Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon, 
if she hestitated at all, did so be- 
cause she shied at the blinding 
glory of the throne. The prospect 
of the Duke of York’s ascending 
that throne appeared remote, but 
some of the Queen’s oldest friends 
vow she had a premonition. 

Their wedding, on a spring 
morning in 1923, amidst the splen- 
dor of Westminster Abbey, 
brought rejoicing to nation and 
empire. 

More than anything else, the 
Queen nowadays enjoys being. 
alone with her family. Increased 
public duties have made this 
harder. They breakfast alone, 
and sometimes have evenings or 
weekends hours to themselves. 
‘In private the King and Queen 
are “Bertie” and “Elizabeth.” The 
two Princesses are called “Lilli- 
bet” and “Margaret.” Now and 
then the King refers to the Queen 
as “mother.” 

Their best liked weekends are 
at Royal Lodge, the King’s coun- 
try home in Windsor Great Park, 
which is a comfortable house of 
medium size, the most unpreten- 
tious of the royal homes, 

Long before he wore the crown, 
George said “I am not palace- 
minded.” He feels the same way 
now. One gets the impression at 
certain moments that both of 
them are a trifle awed, even to- 
day, by Buckingham Palace with 
its 600 rooms. 

It has been written of the Queen 
that she has a genius for making 
others happy—her husband first, 
then her people. Her friendliness 
never fails to win people over. 

She shines, too, as a_ public 
speaker, her delivery confident, 
silvery, fluent, a youthful spirit 
lighting up her words. 

Bashful from boyhood, the King 
still is not quite master of his 
shyness, although the help of his 
wife, his growth with the job and

@ THE MAIN THING IN making a spring trip is to choose 
the roads which bring you into the hill country as quickly as 
Possible; then find time to turn aside down country lanes 
which bring you into the creek valleys. There are a half dozen 
routes to choose from, if St. Louis is your starting point, and 
I'm going to suggest several of them. _ 2 : 

Our favorite—perhaps because it eventually leads into our 
beautiful Bellevue Valley—is Highway 21 heading south from 
the city. This brings you through magnificent hills almost 
from the time you leave the city limits—and the country 
between the Meramec river and Hillsboro is-hard to equal. 

From this point to De Sofo the road is under construction 
and fairly rough for a few miles, but not too bad to get over. 
South of De Soto you will cross Big river and run down a 
long valley into the ancient settlement of Old Mines, and then 


on to Potosi.

Depending on the length of time available, you can 
swing west from Potosi to Steelville on Highway 8, then 
north to Cuba and back to town on Highway 66, perhaps 
with a side trip from Steelville to see the big spring at . 
Meramec State Park. This trip can be made in an easy 
Gay's driving. If. yeu have more time available, keep on 
south from Potosi on Highway 21, turning aside at 
Caledonia to see the fine old Classic Revival Presby- 
terian Church and High School, as well as the fine old 
homes of this picturesque town.

@ AT IRONTON YOU WILL FIND excelient foad at Mrs. 
Albright’s Graystone Inn—and comfortable quarters for the 
night at the Lone Pine Hotel.

Head south through 
the high Ozark hills, following Highway 21, and you will come 
to Lesterville and Centerville. | 

Here, if you've time, you should turn aside into the Low

If you turn right on the gravel road which runs to Current 
river, you will arrive, after 16 miles of scenic driving, at the 
Powder Mill Ferry—post office, Owl's Bend, Mo.

Perhaps 
meals are available at Round Spring Tavern, although it’s my 
impression they probably aren't open for the season.

ITTLE MIKE (The Greek) 
Potson, a short, stubby, needle- 
nosed character, who hawked 
his way up from peanut peddler to 
owner of the famous gangster 
rendezvous, Colosimo’s night club, 
was fiercely proud of the respect 
he commanded as one of Chicago’s 
shrewdest gamblers. : 
Normally reticent about most of 
his business operations, Potson 
would suddenly become voluble 
among intimates when the subject 
of gambling came up., With: little 


pretense of modesty, he would’ 


proclaim, “Sure, I’m a pretty good 
gambler.” 

Then, pointing to his round, 
bald head, he would add, “You got 
to be smart to win and I’m smart. 
Play the percentages, see? I al- 
ways win, even with friends. And 
don’t forget, I can’t lose because 
I always get.a percentage of the 

. + 


The last was a reference tod a 
basic factor in Potson’s formula 
for success as a gambler. He al- 
ways tried to get the dice and 
card games in which he partici- 
pated played at his club, go that 
he could withdraw a_ certain 
amount from each pot of winnings 
for what is called “the house cut.” 

Thus, he always won something. 
Then, too, in dice games he would 
always bet against the shooter, 
which, as many dice players sadly 
learn, is about as sure an avenue 
to success over a long period of 
time as there is. Add to this a 
certain native skill and luck which 
he had and it is understandable 
how Potson managed to accumu- 
late a fortune conservatively esti- 
mated at $800,000. 

But this month, the squat, 65- 
year-old little man, still playing 
percentages, over-stfetched him- 
self. He gambled with his free- 
dom and lost. He bet against the 
“shooter,” this time the United 
States Government, which, he was 
surprised to learn, had kept bet- 
ter track of hig financial success 
thanshe. had, The Internal Reve- 
nit¢é Departmient, after a three-year 
investigation, brought Potson to 
trial for evading $174,923 in in- 
come taxes for the years 1940 
through 1943. 

Potson, still a gambler, decided 
to take.a chance with the judge 
and waived a jury trial. “I think 
I. get more American trial,” he 
said, 
bE him. Judge Philip L. Sullivan 

found, him guilty and sen- 
tenced him to two years in prison. 
Potson, his pleasant expression 
gone and his shoulders sagging, 
listened glumly, and was unable 
to find anything resembling a 
“house cut” to ease the pain of 
what might very well be his last 
gambling venture. 

However, Potson may be com- 
forted by the thought he gave Chi- 
cago a good show in his three- 
week trial. He had always tried 
to put on a fine show for the Ca- 
pone gangsters and.their sweet- 
hearts at Colosimo’s. And his trial, 
while it may have calised some 
wincing among the hoodlums, was 
good for some laughs. To the rest 
of Chicago it was certainly reveal- 
ing. 

Potson had the starring role, 
but he had a fine supporting cast,

UT his luck had run out on 


The Government, contended 
throughout the trial that Potson 
would gamble. anywhere and 
everywhere. He would travel, for 
instance to Detroit, Cleveland, To- 
ledo, New York and other cities 
to meet Abbott and Costello, who 
were on bond tours, to play stud 
poker. ° 

At Colosimo’s he would clear 
his desk of the few papers he had 
and invite the. bus boys and wait- 
ers in for a poker or dice game 
after closing the club, ‘Or, he 
would convert a large oven in the 
kitchen into a temporary poker or 
dice table. 

Poker pots on such occasions 
would run to $500 and $600, wit- 
nesses testified, and Potson would 
always take a “house cut,” and 
then play the same money. All 
the witnesses were agreed that 
Potson won most of the time, that 
when he did lose, the amounts 
were negligible. 

Altogether the Government had 
45 witnesses to support its claim 
that Potson failed to report almost 
four fifths of his income between 
1940 and 1943. They introduced 
evidence that he reported an in- 
come of $60,178, with tax payments 
amounting to $8471 for that pe- 
riod, whereas he actually had an 
income of $321,112 and owed $174,- 
923:in taxes,

NTERNAL revenue agents tes- 

tified Potson bought four build- 

ings around the Loop for $200,- 
000, that he paid $15,000 for an- 
other piece of real estate in $5 and 
$10 bills, which took three clerks 
two hours to count. 


As an example of Potson's 
Wealth during that period, an 
agent testified the gambler put up 
$15,000 as a bond for Ralph Pierce, 
one of the defendants in the $1,- 
000,000 movie extortion conspiracy 
trial in New York in 1942. 


The Government insisted Pot- 
son’s chief source of income was 
his gambling ventures, which he 
failed to report but which enabled 
him to buy extensive real estate 
holdings. Chicagoans knew Pot- 
son d dene well at; the poker 
and dice‘tables*but were surprised 
to learn how well. e Govern- 
ment agents testified that in ad- 
dition to his Chicago real estate, 
he owns a $135,000 office building 
in Hollywood and a $40,000 walnut 
ranch in San Fernando valley. 
The agents also said he has about 
$60,000 in Government securities 
in a safe deposit box and $50,000 
worth of liquor stored in a ware- 
house, left ‘over when he closed 
Colosimo’s in: 1945. 


The Government’s presentation 
of its case against Potson was not 
limited to the dull reading of sta- 
tistics. Attorneys and agents alike 
interspersed their statements with 
such gambling house idioms as 
“fading,” “taking off,” “bets be- 
hind the line” and “sweeten the 
pot.” And Richard Stonecipher, 
young internal revenue agent, a 
bridegroom of but a few days, 
was apparently so excited about 
being the first witness called that 
he fell out of the witnesg chair, 
in full view of his bride. 

But Potson was the star of his 
own trial. He had engaged some 
fairly expensive legal talent, in- 
cluding Maury Hughes of Dallas, 
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MIKE (THE GREEK) POTSON.... HE COULDN'T READ AND HE COULDN'T WRITE, BUT HE KNEW 
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POTSON AND HIS WIFE, ROSE, 
LEFT, AND JUNE SIDELL, RIGHT, 


Tex., who was involved in the 
strange circumstances surrounding 
the recent parole granted four 
Capone gangsters, Paul Ricca, 
Louis Campagna, Charles Gioe and 
Phil D’Andrea. 

From the very first, Potson tried 
to take over the management of 
his own defense. He would lift 
the cane he carried because of 
a leg ailment, wave excitedly to 
his lawyers and shout in stage 
whispers to the point where bail- 
iffs had to admonish him. 

To anyone who would listen he 
would, cry: “I betcha thousand 
there’s. not, ofe little bit of truth 
in what ‘hewspapers say ‘about 
me.” + ON 

HE little man was the only de- 
T fense witness and for two days 

he sat in the witness chair and 
recited a i dareeee story, one Chi- 
cago is stil talking about. His 
whole defense was built around 
his repeated statements that he 
had accumulated his wealth in 
years previous to 1940, the year 
mentioned in the indictment, but 
that he always played broke to 
protect himself. 

“Around. Twenty-second and 
Wabash, where Colosimo’s was, it 
was a bad place,” he said. “Boys 
were taking many people for rides, 
Lots were oafe owners. I played 
it broke so I wouldn’t be taken for 
a ride.” 

Potston’ was alternately blithe, 
reminiscent and stubborn as he 
told how he bought bootleg gin for 


$1 a gallon and sold it for $1 a 
glass during prohibition at Colo- 
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simo’s; or how he. bought 60 gal-, 


lons of whisky for $6 a gallon and 
sold this for $1 a drink.

couldn’t read or write, but how 
he could count! Like the time he 
bought $22,000 worth of liquor at 
$2 a bottle and sold the liquor at

Time after time he repeated, “I 
had lots of money before 1940.” 
Asked if he had ever told agents 
he was broke, he replied, in typi- 
cal language, “I never told them 
such a thing like that.

VIBURNUM, Mo., April 24. 

N a summer day Ralph Smith 

and his wife, Mellie, guided by 

a real estate agent, came to the 
crest of Lookout Ridge and 
stopped there to look down upon 
Shoal creek winding through the 
valley meadows. It was a pleas- 
ant view for Ralph Smith, who 
was brought up on a farm and 
wanted to get back on. one, and 
for his wife, who had known 
nothing but the city and wanted 
to escape from it.

Down in the valley, beside the, 


road, a mile away, stood a big 
frame house, the kind that the 
Ozarks settlers bullt to take the 
place of the cabins when prosper- 
ity came and their children were 
many. Mrs, Smith saw it. 

“Oh,” she cried, “that’s the 
place I want. That’s my dream 
house.” « 


Back there in the city, she had 
dreamed of a big rambling frame 
house far away which she could call 
home. During the 15 years that 
she had been a nurse and had 
known cramped living, she had 
doubted whether her dream would 
ever come true. Now-——- 

“That's the one I brought you 
out to see,” said the agent. 

“Well, it’s sold,” said Mrs. 
Smith. 

“Wait a minute,” said Ralph 


Smith, “we haven’t seen the farm . 


yet. We don’t know anything about 
the soil and”—— 

“Ob, bother the soil,” Mrs. Smith 
cut in. “It’s the house I'm talking 
about. I tell you that’s my dream 
home.” ? 

They went down the hill and 
came to the big house at the side 
of the road, known through the

valley as the old “Doc” Barr 
ranch, where M. L. Hogan lived 
and wanted to sell. A close view 
confirmed Mrs. Smith in her de- 
termination to look no farther. On 
that day’ in 1943 the farm was 
bought. Here in Shoal valley she 
and her husband would live and 
find a greater happiness than they 
had known before. Here their 
daughter and the grandchildren 
would come to. share their happi- 
ness. Here they would live out 
their days and be content. 


That was how the Smiths came 
. to Shoal creek and began living 


their second lives and that was 
how new life came to the people, 
for Mrs. Smith, with her hus- 
band’s co-operation, has done 
much for her neighbors up and 
down the valley and along the 
ridge and plans to do much more.

HEN the Smiths first came, 

moving down here from St. 

Louis by truck, the word 
passed through the countryside 
that there were newcomers at the 
old ranch and everybody wondered 
what they were like. 

“Took like city folks,” was the 
report and a shrug was the an- 
swer, The general opinion was 
that they wouldn’t last long on 
that run-down farm. It was true 
that the house and farm were 
run down. Mrs. Smith saw to it 
that the house was fixed up like 
a dream home ought to be. Smith 
wasn't aiming to depend upon the 
land. He would farm only a little 


of it and pasture a little more and . 


build up the r der by plant- 
ing rye and tu it under. His 
dependence for a living would be 
upon his truck for heavy hauling. 

For a while Mrs. Smith was con- 
tent to just live in her dream 
home and take the sunshine and 
fresh air that the doctors said 
she needed for an infirmity that 
had ended her 15 years of nursing. 
She spent whole days roaming in 
the woods with her dogs and her 
gun. The neighbors she met were 
not too friendly, for they were by 
habit distrustful of newcomers. 
She was a little resentful of their 
aloofness and withdrew within 
herself. If they wanted it that 
way they could have it that way. 

It troubled her husband. He 
told her she didn’t understand the 
people among whom they had 
come to live. She said maybe not. 
She was willing to meet them half 
way but she didn’t feel like going 
all the way. There would come a 
time when she would go all the 
way and win them by her kind- 
ness and her understanding of 
their ways. 

The Smiths played guitars and 
sang together. When at evening 
they played and sang, neighbors 
passing by stopped to listen and 
their hearts were warmed, for 
along Shoal creek singing and the 
strumming of strings was seldom 
heard. 


Strangely, it was the strumming 
of the strings that brought Mrs. 
Smith to a full realization of the 
needs of the people among whom 
she Had cast her lot and a deter- 
mination to live for them.as well 
as with them, The spreading 
fame of the Smiths as musicians 
brought an invitation from a re- 
sort owner on Huzzah river, not far 
away, to come -.over 
night and play for his guests. Out 
of the valley and the hills the

people came to hear them. But 
there was a disturbing interrup- 
tion. Two teen-aged boys quar- 
relled and fought with fists and 
pop bottles. One was beaten over 
the head and the other was gashed 
with broken glass. While, with 
her skill, she served their need 
she pondered their greater need. 

What these young people needed, 
Mrs. th reflected, was some- 
thing to'raise their lives above the 
level of pop bottle brawls. She 
resolved to do something for them. 
She began by inviting boys and 
girls of the neighborhood to come 
to her house fora “singing.” 
While she and her husband played 
the ompaniments, they sang 
the old songs that they knew and 
the new ones that the Smiths 
were able to teach them. Lives 
that had been drab took on new 
color. There were outings at the 
river, with Smith taking the 
youngsters in his truck. 

Mrs. Smith wanted to do some- 
thing in a more organized way. 
A Sunday school seemed to be the 
best way to begin. Up on Look- 
out Ridge was a dilapidated church 
house with broken windows and 
leaking slab roof, unused except 
by hill preachers who came from 
time to time. . Brother Rex Worley 
had been holding occasional serv- 
ices on Thursday nights. Mrs. 
Smith spoke to him about organ- 
izing a Sunday school and he en- 
couraged it. The Smiths were not 
church members and by the rigid 
standards of the community 
would not. have been called “Chris- 
tians,” but it seemed like they had 
something that religionists some- 
times lack. 

Brother Dean Hedy came from 
Berryman and held a _ revival. 
Smith played the guitar and Mrs. 
Smith led the singing. Every 
night it rained and water poured 


through the roof. Something 
would have to be done about that 
roof if there was to be a Sunday 
school. A new roof would cost 
money.. How could it be obtained?

RS. SMITH talked to the 
M neighbors about it. She talked 

to Aunt Ettie Dunlap, recog- 
nized as the best maker of light 
bread in the valley. Aunt Ettie 
asked: “Why don't you give a pie 
supper?” 

When Mrs. Smith began to talk 
it up she met with discourage- 
ment. She was told that most folks 
around there didn’t believe in pie 


suppers and parties and such like. . 


They were so set against such 
things that if‘she went ahead with 
it she would get into trouble. Like 
as not the meeting house would 
be stoned and it needn’t surprise 
anybody if it was burned down. 
Such things happened around 
there when a church house was 
put to satanic uses. Mrs, Smith, 
though, went ahead. With a good 
deal of daring she set Halloween 
as the date for the pie supper. It 
was taking a good deal of a 
chance Either the youngsters 
would stone the. meeting house or 
they would be kept from other 
ranks, :

‘The pie supper was held and the 
meeting house wasn’t stoned. It 
Was a success. Everybody had a 
good time. Smith auctioned the 
pies and got $151 for the new roof.

roof. The church house was ready 
for a Sunday school, 

A Sunday school, though, can’t 
be properly. run without supplies. 
There was. no money to buy any. 
Mrs. Smith embroidered aprons 
and sold them and the supplies 
came. 

The Sunday morning when the 
Sunday school started it was six 
below zero on the wind-swept hill- 
top. Mrs. Smith and her husband 
doubted whether any children 
would come but they went to the 
church house and built a roaring 
fire in the drum stove. They came, 
though, 17 of them. Some of them 
had come three or four miles. Lit- 
tle ones. were so thinly clad that 
they were almost frozen when 
they arrived and their lips were so 
blue that they could hardly say 
“Good morning.” They said that 
some, naming this one and that 
one, hadn’t come because _ they 
didn’t have anything to wear. 

Mrs. Smith was chosen super- 
intendent and led the singing to 
the accompaniment of her hus- 
band’s guitar playing.

tives and friends and told them 
about the children down in the 
hills who were cold, She collected 
three suitcases of clothing and 
lugged them to the bus station and 
somehow got home with them. 

Those suitcases of clothes were 
the making of the Sunday school 
at Lookout Church. What Mrs. 
Smith had done showed that, al- 
though she was a newcomer, she 
was the friend of the folks along 
Shoal and on the ridge, and they 
were going to stand by her. The 
Sunday school grew until there 
was an enrollment of nearly 50, 
Nothing like that had ever hap- 
pened before in these parts. 

On the Sunday morning when 
this writer came to the dream 
home of the Smiths, Mrs. Smith 
was ready to go to Senday school 
and her husband, with his guitar 
under his arm, was ready too. 
And Frankie Thomas, who had 
walked a mile and a half, was 
waiting to get a lift the rest of 
the way on Smith’s truck. Smith 
came with his truck:to the church 
house but he didn’t stop there, 
He went on a mile up the road, 
picking up children he met along 
the way or honking for them at 
their homes and returned with 
a truckload. 

The older boys who had come 
from different directions stood 
outside in groups until Mrs. Smith 
came to the door and, in lieu of a 
bell, beckoned and called “It’s 
time toestart.”

The founding nations of the U.N. 
met three years ago tomorrow at IDEAL DRIVING SCHOOL 
/- San Francisco to write the Char- 
ter. It was signed June 26, 1945, 
\and ratified in October 1945. The 
first Assembly was held in London 
in January 1946, and Lie was 
chosen there as Secretary General. 

Lie, the exiled Foreign Minister 
of Norway during the War, was 
one of the few political figures on 
whom the five big powers could 
agree. He was given a contract 
for five years, a tax-exempt sal- 
ary of $20,000 a year, and an ex- 
pense account of $20,000 yearly. 

At the start, Lie steered a care- 
ful course. His first major step 
out of the chief clerk’s‘role was 
in condemning Franco Spain in 
the first Assembly held in New 
York City in the fall of 1946, but 
he shied away from mixing in the 
political squabbles of the Big Five 
—France, China, Britain, Russia 
and the United States.

A little care and foresight at this 
planting season will insure hand- 
somer and more vigorous speci- 


mens for the garden. Proper 
planting also reduces damage 
from black spot, rot, and other 
perious diseases. 

To begin with, it rays to buy 
first quality trees, shrubs, and 
roses, for lesser quality is apt, in 
the long run, to prove most ex- 
pensive. When selecting seed or 
plants for the flower or vegetable 
garden, preferehce should be given 
to some of the newer and hardier 
types — wilt-resistant tomatoes, 
yellows-resistant cabbages, and 
rust-resistant snapdragons. 

Each plant should be given the 
best possible location, That 
means, generally speaking, plenty 
of sunshine, and a spot not too 
close to buildings or walks, or to 
established trees, shrubs, or 
hedges, If it is necessary to plant 
in deep shade or on dry banks, 
take pains to select varieties that 
have at least a fair chance of sur- 
viving in a difficult situation. 

Proper spacing is important, too. 
‘In crowded beds individual plants 
are straggly and lacking in vigor. 
Air circulation will be poor, too, 
setting up ideal conditions for the 
development of various rots, leaf 
eo ~ og or “ig ce diseases.

Jewels in Bathroom, Even as Now 


U.S. Diggers Find Gems in Drain of Fourth 
Century Bathhouse — Pottery 
Ballots Uncovered.

ATHENS, Greece, April 
Women left things around the 
bathroom 1600 years ago just as 
they do today. The other day 
Margaret Crosby, an archeologist, 


of Minneapolis, was digging in 
the ruins of the ancient Athenian 
market place, the Agora. She 
dug up a Roman style bathhouse 
from the fourth century A.D. In 
one of the drains she found five 
pieces of jewelry. 

Miss Crosby believes some care- 
less Athenian woman took off 
her jewels while bathing and put 
them on the side of the tub, May- 
be while@thée woman -was sham- 
pooing her hair she got some soap 
in her eyes, groped for a towel, 
and knocked the jewels down the 
drain. 

One of the jewels is a magnifi- 
cent earring. On it a man’s head 
is carved. The head is walking 
on chicken legs. 

Exciting Discovery, 

The jewels are but a few of the 
remarkable discoveries made in 
the Agora during the past few 
weeks by members of the Amer- 
ican School for Classical Study. 

In a 25-acre area, the most ex- 
citing discovery was the torso of 
a statue of an athlete found built 
into a tomb, It is believed to be 
the work of the students of Poly- 
clitus, one of the great sculptors 
of antiquity. 

The Agora sits smugly at the 
foot of the cliff which houses 
the Acropolis, a strong defense 
point in the old days. Throughout 
civilization, the Greeks kept build- 
ing on top of previous gerfera- 
tions, until today the ruins are 
piled on like a Dagwood sand- 
wich. This makes the archeo- 
logical job extremely difficult, for 
in the same sewer you might find 
a pot from the seventh century 
B.C, and a statue from the sev- 
enth century A.D. Americans 
started fingering the Agora in 
1931, broke off during the war 
and resumed in 1946. 

Director of “the dig,” is short, 
nervous Dr. Homer Thompson, a 
member of the Princeton Insti- 
tute of Advanced Study. 

Old Ballots Found. 

To an archeologist, man’s wars, 
riots, revolutions and murders are 
a very old story indeed. In the 
days of yore they also had their 


politics, Recently the shovelers 
dug up sacads of ballots—bits of 
pottery with the names of can- 
didates written on them, including 
those of Themistocles, Hippocra- 
tes and Aristides. These votes 
were not necessarily cast for a 
man, but usually against him. 
When a politician in ancient 
Greece became suspect, he was 
nominated to be “ostracized.” If 
he got a majority of votes he 
was declared “ostracized” and 
had to leave the country for ten 
years. 

The ancients were firmly con- 
vinced that after a person died 
he still liked to get up and move 
around a bit. They teft bread, 
wine and writing materials in his 
tomb. This practice led to another 
important recent discovery -- a 
pair of stone shoes found in a 
child’s tomb of about the ninth 
century B.C, They are the most 
excellent specimens éver found of 
what footgear was like 1828 years 
ago. The shoes look surprisingly 
like ours. 


BILL INTRODUCED TO CUT 
RAIL PENSION PAYROLL TAX

WASHINGTON, April 24—After 
a long campaign by Thomas G. 
Stack of Chicago, head of the 
National Raidroad Pension Forum, 
a bill has been introduced in the 
house to reduce payroll taxes for 
railroad retirement and liberalize 
benefits, 

The bill, offered by Representa- 
tive Charles Clason (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, would cut the tax. on 
railroad operators and employes, 
now 5% per cent paid by each 
on wages up to $300 a month, a 
total of 11% per cent, to 3 per 
cent against each; and make re- 
tirement age 60 years instead. of 
65 and provide full annuities of 
half active pay with a $150 month- 
ly maximum. 

The retirement fund now totals 
$1,300,000,000. Stack says it is not 
necessary to have more than $700,- 
000,000 in the fund, and the Dill 
provides that if it should fall be- 
low that figure the tax would be 
increased by one half per cent for 
each $50,000,000 of decline.
